Efficiency Data Sent 
Pay Board Members 


ARRYING no recommendations but 
presenting comparative figures of 
service pay versus compensation of 
professional, technical and commercial 
lines, a preliminary report has been 
submitted to the President by the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency, analyzing the find- 
ings of the {nterdepartmental Pay 
Board. 


Made at the request of the Chief 
Executive, this report is withheld from 
publication but copies’ were sent by the 
White House to the representatives of 
the five branches who were on the Pay 
Board with a request for comment and 
suggestions. 

A meeting of the committee of the 
Pay Board which drafted the findings 
and recommendations of the board was 
called yesterday and a number of sug- 
gestions and additional facts for in- 
corporation in the final efficiency re- 
port was drafted in the form of a 
memorandum. 

In its preliminary form the report 
of the Efficiency Board is understood 
to be neither a whole-hearted endorse- 
ment of the recommendations for in- 
creased pay nor a flat denial of any 
need for an increase. Prepared for 
the President’s guidance, the prelimin- 
ary study is entirely statistical and it 
will. be interesting to see, when it is 
made public, whether full cognizance of 
frequent transfers, maintainance of 
two establishments, cost of uniforms 
and other items of living expense 
peculiar to the military services have 
been taken into consideration. 

Anticipating action in Congress next 
week on the Joint Pay Resolution and

Committee To Study 
Air Corps Progress 


As determined upon at the first meet- 

ing of the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, hearings will be 
started on Tuesday of the coming week 
by the full committee to inquire into 
what has been accomplished thus far 
by the War Department in carrying 
out the various provisions of the Five- 
Year Air Corps program. 

It is understood that Maj. Gen. 
Fechet, Chief of the Air Corps, will be 
the first witness, and the course of the 
hearing will be determined largely 
upon what is learned from the General. 
His annual report indicates that the 
program is behind both in materiel 
and personnel. 

The committee proposes to inquire 
into the subject very thoroughly with 
the purpose of remedying any defects 
in the law that may have developed, 
as well as enlarging the program if the 
necessity is shown. A great deal of 
interest is manifest in the hearing and 
undoubtedly there will be a number 
present to learn just what has been 
done by the War Department in work- 
ing out the law to date, and whether 
or not the appropriations have been 
sufficient to carry out the intent of 
Congress. 
| When the hearings on the Air Corps 
program are completed and whatever 
| action the committee decides upon is 
out of the way, the committee will 
take up the subject of Muscle Shoals. 
Following this, Chairman James has 
announced, the controversial subject of 
promotion will be considered. Mr. 
James says that on this problem his 
committee will proceed along the lines 
| of the Maas bill and the McSwain- 

Wainwright bill. 

















Must Pay Discriminations Continue? 





OME of the irregularities of the pay 
‘“ situation are clearly brought out 
in the following: 

It appear almost a self-evident fact 
that a man’s salary or wages in any 
walk of life should be based on what 
he earns, what he is worth to his em- 
ployer. In the usual commercial or- 
ganization the salary is attached to 
the definite office, which also carries 
definite duties—president, cashier, 
book-keeper, file clerk, office boy. In 
the military services, with many posi- 
tions and officers, the rank of the.man 
determines his duties and responsi- 
bilities. The greater these are the 
more he is worth to the Government, 
his employer. Hence his salary, his 
pay, should be based mainly on his 
rank. 

Under the present law, however, 
there are three main factors entering 
into pay (1) length of service, (2) 
rank, (3) whether or not the officer has 
dependents. The last determines the 
so-called “allowances” which, however, 
are an integral part of the total pay. 
As affecting the total amount of pay 
received, rank is a secondary factor to 
length of service. 

As a result of the *hree factors the 
actual pay in each rank of officers now 
on the list of the Navy, for instance, 
ranges thus: 

Ensign from $1719 to $2199. 

Junior Lieut. from $2219 to $3358. 

Lieut. from $2739 to $6357. 

Lt. Comdr. from $3099 to $7200. 

Comdr. from $4244 to $7200. 

Capt. from $5099 to $7200. 

Rear Adm. (lower half) from $6219 to 
$7500 


Rear Adm. (upper half) from $8219 
to $9700. 

Only at the end of the career, as a 
rear admiral of the upper half, is the 
rank of the officer a sufficiently deter- 
mining factor to put the pay above 
that of officers below. 

From these figures it can be seen 
that astonishing variations in pay can 





example, in the Navy: 

(1) The rear admiral recently in 
command of the destroyer force (38 
destroyers, 2 tenders and 1 cruiser) of 
the Scouting Fleet comprising our 
forces in the Atlantic ocean) received 
$6219, while two lieutenants on one of 
the tenders were each drawing $6357. 
The relative value of the admiral’s job 
and the lieutenants’ is obvious. 

(2) The captain of the Maryland, 
when Mr. Hoover went south on her, 
was the third officer in the pay scale 
on board, No. 1 being the lieutenant 
commander Medical officer, and No. 2 
the Executive officer, a commander. 

(3) Officers are promoted in rank 
without any advance in pay, because 
no increase of pay goes with the rank 
until a certain number of years’ serv- 
ice has been put in. All recent pro- 
motions to lieutenant commander have 
carried no advance in pay for this rea- 
son. Conversely, officers may not qual- 
ify for promotion and remain in the 
rank indefinitely, but as they acquire 
length of service they get exactly the 
same pay as their former side-part- 
ners who earned promotion. In fact, 
the maximum pay for lieutenant com- 
manders, commanders and captains, 
three entire ranks, is the same ex- 
actly, $7200, and an unpromoted lieu- 
tenant commander may reach the same 
pay as not only his seniors by one 
rank, but by two. 

(4) The officers, of the same rank, 
of the same length of service, on the 
same ship and doing parallel and 
equally important duties, will receive 
pay varying as widely as $1878, be- 
cause one has dependents and one has 
not. 

(5) The dependents’ allowances are 
granted to an officer for the mere fact 
of marriage, irrespective of the finan- 
cial status of his wife, while they can 
not be granted to an officer with a bed- 
ridden father or with orphaned younger 
brothers and sisters. 


Pacific Pact May End 
Talk Of Freeing P. I.

NTERLOCKED with other prob- 

lems that threaten almost endless 
complications at the London Confers 
ence, the question of Philippine inde- 
pendence, apparently slated for early 
consideration when Congress  recon- 
venes, is beginning to cause official 
Washington deep concern. 

With the powerful sugar interests 
pressing for action and with no out- 
standing figures openly opposing it, 
many political observers believe that 
a majority could be mustered in both 
Senate and House to pass such a meas- 
ure. 

Viewed purely as a domestic quese 
tion it is generally looked upon as an 
abstract problem in which the aver- 
age person is little concerned. In the 
light of its bearing on our foreign re- 
lations, however, and its particular . 
bearing on the limitation negotiations 
it becomes an issue of transcendent im- 
portance. 


May Stop Talk. 

When the issue is raised in Con- 
gress and before the discussion is many 
hours old a question will be brought 
up that may conceivably bring an 
abrupt end to any talk of Philippine 
independence at this time at least. 

Can the United States, under its 
treaty obligations, grant freedom to 
the Filippinos without the consent of 
three other powers? 

Under the provisions of the Four 
Power Treaty entered into at the 
Washington Conference in 1921 each 
notion pledged itself to do nothing in 
the Pacific area that would disturb the 
status quo of political relations and 
agreed that in case of necessity a con- 
ference of the four powers would be 
called before such action were taken. 

This pact between the United States, 
the British Empire, France and Japan, 
drawn “with a view to the preserva- 
tion of the general peace and _ the 
maintenance of their rights in rela- 
tion to their insular possessions and 
insular dominions in the region of the 
Pacific Ocean,” specifies that: 


Provision of Pact. 
“If there should develop between 
any of the High Contracting Parties a 
controversy arising out of any Pacific 
question involving their said rights 
which is not satisfactorily settled by 
diplomacy and is likely to affect the 
harmonious accord now happily sub- 
sisting between them, they shall in- 
vite the other High Contracting Par- 
ties to a joint conference to which the 
whole subject will be referred for con- 
sideration and adjustment.” 


Eliminating all questions of naval 
strategy which make the Philippine 
problem a live one in all limitation 
discussions and have a direct bearing 
on the large cruiser and submaring 
ratio issue raised by Japan, abandon- 
ment of the islands would have an 
effect on our future far-east relations 
that many students of our national and 
international future believe would be 
disastrous. As vital as the question 
is, however, to the United States, at 
this time it is of even greater moment 
to Great Britain and to a lesser degree 
to other foreign powers. The effect 
that such action might have on India, 
for instance, cannot be foretold and the 
reaction in Australia, where naval lim- 
itation is concerned, is bound to have 
a bearing on the British attitude at 
the conference. 

It seems a foregone conclusion that 
the United States could not give up the 
Philippines without changing most 
drastically the political situation in the 
Pacific. As a result it seems highly 
probable that one or more of the inter- 
ested powers will, if it has not already 
been done, raise the question of our

HE cessation of hostilities in Manchuria under the agreement between Russia 

and the provincial government at Mukden, looking to a conference in Mos- 
cow this month, has been the subject of much editorial comment in this country. 
Some of the newspapers are optimistic of permanent peace in Manchuria, while 
others point out that in returning to the status quo as regards the control of 
the Chinese Eastern Railway, the conditions which brought about the trouble 
have not been remedied. e@ majority regard the Russion insistence on the 
return to the arrangement undr the treaty of 1924, as justified, and look on 
the terms of the protocol granted to Manchuria as only what any other nation 
in the circumstances would have allowed. Among these editors, however, many 
believe that at the conference this month, Russia will take full advantage of 
her ascendancy in China. 


«PRRETTER late than never,” says the New Orleans Times-Picayune (Inde- 
pendent Democratic. “These peace preliminaries should have been com- 
pleted months ago. They are ‘better late than never’ of course, and the sus- 
pension of hostilities is welcomed everywhere. But the future of Manchuria 
and of the Russo-Chinese relations awaits determination at the conference fixed 
for January 25, in Moscow. The Soviet government should be able there to 
force temporary acceptance of its own terms, for the Chinese Nationalist gov- 
ernment just now is in no position to resist the Russian demands. The terms 
insisted upon under these conditions should indicate the Soviet temper and 
= something of a line on its designs with respect to Manchuria and China. 
e may be sure that the developments at the Moscow conference will be closely 
watched by the Tokyo government.”

POINTING out that the agreement is between Russia and the local authorities 

at Mukden, the St. Louis Daily Globe-Democrat (Independent), says: “The 
Nationalist government, if it can stfil be called a government, seems to have 
had no part in it. * * *” The Globe-Democrat goes on to say that “That settle- 
ment is obviously upon Russia’s terms. Mukden has granted Moscow all that 
it demanded and has secured nothing for itself but an assurance of peace. 
But on the other hand, Moscow does not appear to have made unreasonable de- 
mands. It has merely insisted upon full restoration of the relations that 
existed before the wend last May. And it is justified in that insistence. * * * 

“But what will be the outcome? Will China assent to this settlement made 
with a provincial government, and apparently without authority from Nanking? 
It is in no position to repudiate it even if it were so disposed. * * * Russia un- 
doubtedly will have the upper hand in this conference, and it will be an agree- 
able surprise if it does not take full advantage of its opportunities for extend- 
ing its power in China.” 


E Rochester Times-Union (Independent) points to: “One omission which 
may turn out to be dynamite primed for explosion. * * * China has con- 
tended all along that she seized the road only after repeated violations of the 
clause in the 1924 agreement which expressly forbids Russia to circulate propa- 
ganda. If Russia, in agreeing to a return to the 1924 accord, means that she 
will observe the provision against propaganda, then there is hope of a final and 


‘WHE Houston Chronicle (Independent) states: “Russia and Manchuria seem to

“Nationalist China must lose some ‘face’ by the Manchurian agreement, but 
her recent victories over rebel elements have proved so sweeping that perhaps 
the prestige gained thereby will more than offset the loss in Manchuria.” 


DPECLARING that the Nanking government should have been shrewd enough 

to settle the issue long ago, the Brooklyn Daily Eagle (Independent Demo. 
cratic), commenting on the protocol, states: “From the first Russia’s demand 
for the status quo ante has had the tacit or open support of foreign powers, 
Once the Nanking government knew this it should have been shrewd enough to 
realize its mistake. Instead, the Nationalist leaders temporized until the Rus. 
sian’s lost. patience and resorted to armed invasion. 

“Russia’s successful raid and the incidental revelation that Chinese troops 
are no match for Russians, persuaded the Manchurian authorities to yield and 
Nanking had no other course but to agree.” 


A COMPLETE victory is the opinion of the Philadelphia Public Ledger (Inde 

pendent Republican). “So far as may be judged from this distance, the Chi. 
nese, including presumably, the Nanking government, have been forced to with. 
draw completely from the position they assumed. They were unable, it seems, 
even to sustain their right to eject from the country persons engaging in sub- 
versive propaganda. Whether in the conference next year China is saved from 
the appearance of utter rout, remains to be seen.” 


MPERFECT Peace” is the title of an editorial in the San Diego Tribune 
(Republican): “Ostensibly thts announces the end of hostilities in Man. 
churia, but actually it describes little more than an armistice. Having come to 
blows over the arrangement previously obtaining, the parties have restored 
— arrangements—and they will probably have the same effect they had be 
ore. 


UT the end is not yet,” declares the Chicago Tribune (Independent); 
“The restoration of the status quo ante, of course, restores Soviet pre. 
ponderant influence or control. But the end is not yet. The Chinese people 
at the rate of a million or so a year are going into Manchuria, and that will 
determine in the long run the fate of that territory. Meanwhile, the Russians 
will get what they can by intrigue and by force when expedient, and the 
situation will continue to be one of the powder magazines of world contact.” 


USSIA’S role none too consistent,” declares the St. Paul Pioneer Press (Inde 
pendent), “China can hardly have expected any other outcome, for the 
fracture of the 1924 treaty was legally indefensible. But Russia’s role has 
been none too consistent in a government which professes a moral superiority 
to militarism and imperialism and which has dealt with foreign property in 
Russia even more roughly and with less right than the Chinese did with the 
Chinese Eastern Railway. 
“The Soviet action has been in the tradition of old school imperialism, 
It now remains to be seen whether the Communists, having gained their point, 
will take an enlightened attitude toward China’s wish to free this strategie 
railway from foreign domination.” 


E New York Times (Independent Republican) sums up the situation as fol- 
lows: “It means a gain rather than a loss of honor, and helps to recover for 
China the regard and sympathy which she had forfeited as a result of her in- 
temperate action following the discovery of Russia’s obvious violation of the 
terms of the treaty of 1924. 

“All trouble in Manchuria is not definitely over. There are adjustments of 
administration still to be made. Nothing indicates that Russia will cease to 
use her postion in Manchuria to spread propaganda in China. For the outside 
world the encouraging sign is that there likely to be—at least for the present—

Defends Occupation Army 


AJ. GEN. WILLIAM H. JOHN- 
STON, USA, ret., former chief 

of staff of the American forces in 
Germany, has written to the editor of 
the European edition of the Chicago 
Tribune a splendid letter branding as 
unjust and antt-thetical in spirit to the 
feelings of the Rhinelanders them- 
selves statements made by a Coblence 


editor. The Coblence editor published 
a violent abuse of the troops of occu- 
pation, including the American Forces 


in Germany, which had served there 
from 1918 to 1923. 

The Chicago Tribune’s European edi- 
tion followed with an editorial which 
motivated Gen. Johnston to write the 
letter, portions of which follow: 

“Pardon the suggestion by a former 
member of the American Army of Oc- 
cupation in Germany that your edi- 
torial concerning a German editor’s 
criticism of behavior of American sol- 
diers seems like an admission that our 
men were, as the German editor at this 
late date writes, ‘brutal, ignorant and 
tyrannous.’ The force which was com- 
mended by all official visitors to the 
American area, including Marshal Foch 
and Gen. Pershing, merits denial of 
false allegations rather than apology. 
If that mistaken editor is really a 
Rhinelander, he must have been ab- 
sent, or asleep, during our occupation. 


Soldier Sent Them. 

“And a soldier, rather than a ‘states- 
men,” sent us there. Rather than risk 
capture of a million soldiers, with 
arms and supplies, representatives of 
the German Government accepted the 
armistice terms submitted by Ferdin- 
and Foch as Commander-in-Chief of 
the armies of the Allied and Associ- 
ated Powers. Among those terms was 
occupation by our forces of certain 
bridgeheads on the Rhine. That 
measure made it possible to advance 
into Germany, should its new Govern- 
ment fail to comply with other terms. 
It was a military step, taken while a 
treaty of peace was discussed. States-

sailles two months later. 

“Marshal Foch directed the French, 
British, Belgian and American armies 
to occupy areas assi by him. Gen. 
Pershing, ever a loyal subordinate, 
obeyed such orders. Those two chiefs 
had fought to stop the war and es- 
tablish peace on earth; not for con- 


200,000 men, marched to the Rhine. 
The treaty of Versailles being signed, 
President Wilson directed withdrawal 
of the greater portion to the States. 
The Third Army was reduced to less 
than a division. Between 1920 and 
1922 the remaining 16,000 officers and 
men were continually reduced by 
monthly shipments. 

“By April, 1922, only 1,000 remained. 
The last detachment left early in 1923. 
From August, 1919, to March, 1923, 
Maj. Gen. Henry T. Allen commanded 
what was called the American Forces 
in Germany. He was also, unofficially, 
a member of the Inter-Allied Rhineland 
High Commission, charged with civil 
government of occupied Germany. As 
I served as chief of staff and later as 
brigade commander under Gen. Allen, 
I owe him and his troops the duty of 
testifying to the worthy conduct which 
characterized his command, even 
though one German editor says they 
were ‘brutal, ignorant and tyrannous.’ 


Easy to be Kind. 

“The Allied Commander-in-Chief, 
while forbidding social intercourse be- 
tween members of the armies of occu- 
pation and the civilian ve is- 
sued orders enjoining id considera- 
tion and courteous treatment of those 
people. It was easier to comply with 
the latter rule than the former. Real 
soldiers quickly forget racial hatred 
when firing ceases. The troops of no 
country showed any bitterness against 
the German population. On the con- 
trary, it was necessary to restrain 
their impulse to fraternize. 

“The worst offense of which any of- 


cases of such condut occurred: but rigid 
punishment soon stopped them. All 
were either court-martialed or sent 
home on the first boat. For two years 
during the gradual reduction of the 
force, each boat was loaded with men 
selected for return because of lack of 
ability to resist temptation to drink or 
of reports of careless conduct or ap- 
pearance. The resulting garrison was 
the survival of the fittest of the Third 
Army. Service there was so popular, 
each soldier designated for return was 
placed under guard, to insure his pres- 
ence when the next boat sailed. 

“Three times during Gen. Allen’s 
command the War Department ordered 
our withdrawal entirely. Protests by 
the French, Belgian and British gov- 
ernments persuaded the State Depart- 
ment to leave some of us there. The 
last protest was joined in by the Cob- 
lence representative of the Reich gov- 
ernment. Such universal protest did 
not indicate we were ‘brutal, ignorant 
and tyrannous.’ 


U. S. Enemies. 
“As the United States failed to rat- 
ify the Treaty of Versailles, we re- 
mained technically the ‘enemy’ of Ger- 
mans after French, British and Bel- 
gians resumed friendly relations. Nev- 
ertheless, the German government per- 
mitted us to enter into the unoccupied 
area to apprehend men with 
crime committed in the occupied area. 


charged with serious offenses. Our

“Underpaid” 
HE St. Paul Pioneer Press on 


Christmas Day published the fol- 
lowing editorial under the heading 
“The Underpaid Army Officer”: 

“Next to the diplomatic service, 
where rarik and social prestige must 
compensate for woefully deficient sal- 
ary, regular army officers are the worst 
financial sufferers among the Ameri- 
can white collar class. With income 
based on a pay schedule of 1908 and 
cost of living upon 1929 levels, there 
is more glory than profit in wearing 


Uncle Sam’s uniform. 

“In twenty years the total increase 
in pay granted army officers has 
amounted to 11 per cent, while gov- 
ernment statistics show that the aver- 
age cost of living has gone up 104 per 
cent and the pay of most other wage 
earners has kept pace with it and in 
many cases run ahead. Comparing 
with other branches of public service 
in Washington, the poor army officers 
point out that civil service mechani- 
cal employes have had 153 per cent in- 
crease, civil service clerical employes 
87 per cent, judiciary 62 per cent, while 
congressmen voted themselves a 25 
per cent increase. Even public school 
teachers in the District of Columbia 
have had 145 per cent increase. 

“On coming out of West Point and 
receiving his commission the new sec- 
ond lieutenant receives $1,700 a year 
pay, out of which he must buy uni- 
forms and equipment of all kinds to 
accompany his rank. He gets free 
whatever kind of housing the army 
post affords, varying from bare walls 
to fair comforts, but he must feed, 
clothe and equip himself. Gradually 
and with disheartening slowness he ad- 
vances to first lieutenant at $2,000 a 
year minimum, and after ten years or 
more becomes a captain with pay rang- 
ing from $2,400 to $3,300 a year maxi- 
mum. If he has luck enough to be- 
come a colonel before retirement for 
age his pay ranges from $4,000 to 
$5,000. 

“The second lieutenant with a West 
Point education starts with only $12 

r month more than the newest po- 
iceman in St. Paul. It is well known 
that educators and teachers are con- 
sidered underpaid. Yet high school 
principals in New York City are paid 
higher than brigadier generals in the 
regular army. High school supervisors 
in St. Paul get more than army majors. 

“Comparing members of the army 
engineer corps, prize men of West 
Point, with civilian engineers, the army 
man must attain colonel’s rank before 
he equals the average salary of a 
civilian in the same profession ten 
years after graduation. 

“Plaintive appeals are now being 
made to Congress by this elite group 
of the white collar class to raise their 
meager pay. Army relief thus takes 
its place alongside of farm relief in 
the demand for economic justice.”

(Continued from First Page) 
called “rental allowance” the officer 
without legally-defined dependants suf- 
fers a reduction in pay of from $480 
to $960 on going from shore duty to 
sea duty or to duty with an expedi- 
tionary force, as in Nicaragua and 
China recentty. 

(7) Commissioned warrant officers 
who ambitiously take examinations 
for and are commissioned as ensigns 
lose their former pay of $3358 and 
must, on this promotion, go back to 
$2199. 

These examples are but a few of 
those discriminations existing in the 
naval service alone. In the remain- 
der of the services covered by the one 
ee pay law of 1922 still more 
exist.

Enlisted Men. 


, 





While in general there are not many 
pronounced discriminations between 
enlisted men within each service, yet 
between services they exist in quan- 
tity. For example, the differences and 
discriminations between the Navy en- 
listed man and his Marine shipmate 
are many. For instance, 

The Navy man receives 10 per cent 
increase of pay on first reenlistment, 
and 5 per cent for each reenlistment 
afterward. The Marine receives 5 per 
cent only for each. They both may 
receive a final maximum of 25 per 
cent increase, but the Marine takes four 
years longer to get it. 

(2) The Marine receives a clothing 
allowance of nearly $100 a year 
throughout his service. The Navy man 
gets a supply of clothing when he first 
enlists, and no more ever after. 

(3) The Marine may draw his in- 
crease for reenlistment if he has pre- 
viously served in Army or Navy, or 
Coast Guard. The Navy man may not 
count an Army or Marine enlistment 
to get an increase. 

(4) There is no legal restriction on 
the number of Navy men in each grade, 
hence promotion in grade and pay may 
be controlled by the Department, with- 
in the limits of appropriations. There 
are legal percentage limitations on the 
number of Marines in each grade, and 
advancement in grade and pay is 
slower. The Navy man leaves the low- 
est pay grade as soon as his first train- 
ing period of four months is over, the 
Marine may have to wait four years 
for the same advancement, 

In general these same discrimina- 
tions apply between the Navy and the 
Army man, since the Marine follows 
the Army rule The Coast Guard man 
follows the Navy rule, and in the 
above, therefore for Navy men could 
be read “Navy and Coast Guard man,” 
and for “Marine,” Army man and 
Marine.”

Adequacy of Pay. 








Not only should pay be based rel- 
atively on what the officer or man is 
worth to the Government, but it should 
represent actually what he is worth. 
The value of a commercisl] employee 
may be computed in the actual dollars 
he brings or produces for his employer, 
but in the national defense such actual 
money evaluation is difficult. We may, 
however, look at past pay laws to see 
what their services were valued at 
hitherto. The most recent prior to the 
present 1922 Act was that of 1908. 
Since then the cost of living has in- 
creased 104 per cent, more than 
doubled, and commercial salaries have 
followed suit. The 1908 dollar is now 
worth but 49 cents in purchasing 
power. 

The pay of officers with dependants 
is now, throughout a life career, just 11 
per cent greater than under the 1908 
Act. In other words, where he could 
buy a dollar’s worth of supplies in 1908 
he can now get but 55 cents worth. 
For officers without dependents it is 
materially less than the 1908 Act. Cer- 
tainly if the officers’ services were 
properly evaluated and rewarded in 
1908, they are not so today. 

Meanwhile other Government serv- 
ices have been increased, from 25 per 
cent for the cabinet and 33 per cent 
for Congress, etc., up to more than 
double the rates prevailing in 1908 for 
some service, as the public school 
teachers of Washington, the civil serv- 
ice (mechanical), and, more closely 
parallelling the military services, the 
Foreign Service. 

The enlisted men have from 1908 
to the present, fared better tham the 
officers in precentage increase, though 
their 56 per cent increase on the aver- 
age in all grades does not by any 
means keep step with the 104 per cent 


Adm. Byrd Grateful 


THE promotion of Comdr. Richard E. 

Byrd to the rank of rear admiral, 
first suggested editorially by the Long 
Beach Sun (Calif) brought radiograms 
of appreciation to Washington from 
the Byrd expedition in Little America. 
Modestly he informed the Navy De- 
partment that upon his return he will 
forward commendations for 15 Navy 
men who aided him. 

His message to Secretary Adams 
follows: 

The Department’s message inform- 
ing me of my promotion to rear ad- 
miral is respectfully acknowledged, and 
I send sincere appreciation for the De- 
partment’s congratulations. 

“Immediately upon return to the 
States there will be forwarded to the 
Navy Department commendations of 
15 Navy men who have contributed 
greatly to the success of our enterprise 
and who, therefore, deserve great 
credit for the work of the expedition 
for which the leader has been pro- 
moted.” 

Radios Swanson. 

Senator Swanson received a mes- 
sage, which read, in part, as follows: 

“T want you to know how greatly we 
apreciate your getting the bill through 
before Christmas. It was a nice thought 
on your part, and will you please give 
my hearty thanks to all Senators and 
others who helped with it. 


“For many years you have been 
helping me and you have my deepest 
possible gratitude. And when I re- 
turn to the States I am coming to 
Washington to tell you how I feel and 
bring you a little Ameriéan flag that 
I have carried for you on all my flights 
for the past three years. 

“My deepest regards to you and Mrs. 
Swanson, and all inhabitants of Little 
America join me in the best of good 
wishes.” 

Longworth and Britten. 

To Speaker Longworth he sent this 
message: 

“T have already sent word to you 
how very greatly I appreciate what 
Congress has done, and I want to tell 
you personally that I think it was a 
mighty fine thing of Congress to rush 
the bill through to get here in time 
for Christmas.” 

To Chairman Britten Adm. Byrd 
added this message from the Ant- 
arctic: 

“When I return to the States I am 
ecming to Washington to tell you how 
deeply grateful I am to you for all you 
have done for me. Warmest regards, 
old fellow.” 

Original Suggestion. 

The original editorial suggestion of 
the honor, printed in the Long Beach 
Sun of Dec. 2, follows: 

“Hail to Comdr. Byrd. What a man! 
Never before, in the modern world 
of business and unromantic details, 
has it fallen to the lot of one man to 
accomplish such a co-related series of 
achievements as a flight across the 
ocean and flights to both poles. Nor 
has it merely fallen to the intrepid 
commander’s lot—it is a _ victory 
wrought by himself and by his own 
personal ability—moulding a plastic 
fate by his own iron hands. 

“After a distinguished career in the 
Navy, but there hedged in by routine 
and subodinated efforts, he built up 
by his own personal efforts a sufficient 
financial backing for his North Pole 
expedition. The financing of his trans- 
Atlantic flight was perhaps easier be- 
cause of his previous distinguished 
success. However, the financing of the 
South Pole flight was an accomplish- 
ment in itself, involving a sum of 
about one million dollars. 

Scientific Contributions. 
“The mentioning of finance is per- 
haps somewhat out of place in a dis- 
cussion of such honor, glory and patri- 
otic achievement, but it is herein nar- 
rated to accentuate the fact that his 
unprecedented accomplishment is a per- 
sonal one—not backed by the govern- 
ment or commercial interests. 
“Aside from the glory of Comdr. 
Byrd’s accomplishments, his contribu- 
tions to scientific and geographical 
data, and his valuable service to his 
country in establishing claims of pres- 
ent unknown value, aside from all this, 
he has performed a distinct service to 
the youth of this country in creating 
a hero worthy of emulation and as a 
stimulus to ambition. 
“In accord with the spirit of mod- 
ernism, the yotth of today is no longer 
keenly interested in mythological he- 
roes, or in medieval exploiters glorified 
by sympathetic historians. 
“The youth of today look to men of 
today who have done big unselfish 
things, men who are still striving to 
serve; to heroes who can appeal to 
them in an exemplary and encouraging

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Resignations and Pay 
(THE following interesting editorial 

appeared in a recent issue of The 
pectator: 

“It seems to The Spectator that te 
secure a reduction in the national de- 
fense forces no other plan will be nec- 
essary than the one now in effect: 
That of wholly inadequate pay for the 
officers and enlisted men of the army 
and navy. Since the beginning of the 
year, the United States navy lost 
the services of 99 of its highly effi- 
cient officers; 17 retired, and 82 re- 
signed. The army is suffering simi- 
lar losses. Should this extraordinary 
exodus from our national defense 
forces continue, our brilliant states- 
men in Washington will not be re- 
quired to waste their time in devising 
ways of reducing to a dangerous mini- 
mum the personnel of our army and 


navy. 

“The Spectator does not believe that ° 
the American people wish to see the 
efficiency of the national defense 
jeopardized through either the opera- 
tion of pacifist-inspired enactments or 
by the less humane method of starving 
out of service the officers and men of 
our protective forces. We give our- 
selves the pleasure of saying that this 
is the greatest and most powerful 
nation in the world. What do we 
mean by that? We have a plethora 
of natural resources and individual 
wealth in abundance. These, indeed, 
make us a rich nation. But greatness 
and power can only be measured by 
the ability of a nation to protect and 
safeguard itself and possessions from 
internal eruption and foreign aggres- 
sion. With an insufficient personnel 
of little more than 210,000 inade- 
quately paid enlisted men and officers, 
our army and navy do not cause other 
countries to share our patriotic be- 
lief that this is a great and powerful 
nation. 

“The pay of our navy and army of- 
ficers is too small—so small, indeed, 
that it does not permit our national 
defenders to live as officers and 
gentlemen should. While the cost of 
living has in the past two decades in- 
creased enormously, the remuneration 
of the army and navy has increased 
very little. Congressmen who fix the 
pay of the army and navy, raised 
their own salaries 25 per cent and of 
the officers about half that. So it is 
that we find many officers of our na- 
tional defense forces resigning, and 
seeking in civilian employment the 
compensation for their services that 
the government does not grant. We 
are a rich nation, truly; and our pros- 
perity is the theme of editorial writ- 
ings and congressional oratory. But 
our riches are not shared by our army 
and navy officers, who know of our 
prosperity merely by what they read 
and hear.”

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Retired Pay Equalization 
GECRETARY of War Hurley has rec- 

ommended against passage of Rep- 
resentative Lehlbach’s bill (H. R. 5684) 
which would “equalize retired pay of 
Army officers who were over 45 years 
of age when originally appointed.” 

The law at present provides that 
officers appointed at an age greater 
than 45 years shall upon retirement 
receive retired pay at the rate of four 
per cent of active pay for each com- 
plete year of commissioned service pro- 
viding that the total shall not be more 
than 75 per cent of their active pay. 
There .is a provision, howevér, that 
any officers so appointed and retired 
for physical disability shall receive re- 
tired pay of 75 per cent of his active 


pay. 
Hurley’s Letter. 

“The changes that will be brought 
about in existing law,” Secretary Hur- 
ley wrote, “by the proposed legisla- 
tion and,the effect of such changes, 
stated briefly, are as follows: 

“It will permit all officers originally 
appointed at an age greater than 45 
years, when retired for age at 64, to 
receive 75 per cent of their active 
pay at the time of retirement instead 
of the retired pay now authorized for 
them at the rate of four per cent of 
active pay for each complete year of 
commissioned service in the United 
States Army, the total to be not more 
than 75 per cent. 

“The passage of H. R. 5684 is not 
recommended for the following rea- 
sons: 

“The pay of officers retired for age 
is based on length of service to the 
Government and the rank attained 
while rendering such service. To au- 
thorize the maximum per centum of 
MILITARY GOODS CATALOG.

active pay (75 per cent) to this group 
of officers, who will not have earned 
by actual service, would appear to dis- 
criminate against other officers who 
by their long service earn the author- 
ized maximum. 

Intent of Congress. 

“That Congress carefully considered 
the question of retired pay for this 
group of officers and clearly intended 
to limit their retired pay, when re- 
tired for age, to four per cent of ac- 
tive pay for each complete year of 
commissioned service in the United 
States Army, the total to be not more 
than 75 per cent, is shown in the fol- 
lowing extract from Report No. 1057, 
House of Representatives, 69th Con- 
gress, Ist session, in which the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs reported on 
S. 96—A bill to amend the National 
Defense Act in relation to retirement 
of officers. 

“Senator Wadsworth in explaining 
the measure in the Senate later, as 
found on page 4038 of volume 66 part 
4 of the Congressional Record, stated: 

“‘*Having conceded that it might be 
very well to permit certain officers 
over the age of 45 years to come into 
the Regular Army, in 1929 the Mili- 
tary Committees of the two Houses, 
in finishing the drafting of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, decided that those 
officers should not have the same re- 
tirement privileges with the respect 
to the retirement upon age as officers 
who entered the service in their early 
twenties, served on through the twen- 
ties, their thirties and their forties, 
on toward the age of 64, so we placed 
provision in the National Defense Act 
of 1920 to the effect that officers ap- 
pointed in the Regular Army over the 
age of 45 should, when retired, it be- 
ing assumed that they would retire at 
the age of 64, receive as retired pay 
four per cent of their active pay, mul- 
tiplied by the number of years they 
had served. 

Well Understood. 

“‘That was all fairly well under- 
stood. In other words, an officer com- 
ing in, we will say at the age of 50, 
being retired at the age of 64—and, of 
course, none of these retirements have 
yet occurred—would receive four per 
cent for 14 years’ service instead of 
75 per cent of his active pay. In other 
words, he would get less retired pay 
than the officer who had spent his 
life in the Army and had reached the 
age of 64.’ 

“Congress in amending section 24 
of the National Defense Act by the 
Act approved May 10, 1926, granted 
officers of this group, who have been 
or who may hereafter be retired on 
account of physical disability retired 
pay at the rate of 75 per cent of their 
active pay at the time of such retire- 
ment and thus remedied what appears 
to be the only discrimination against 
this group of officers. 

“It is estimated that the initial cost 
of this legislation would be approxi- 
mately $16,400.00 to cover the in- 
creased pay of such officers now on 
the retired list. Starting with the cal- 
endar year of 1930, the cost is es- 
timated at $7,400.00, with a minimum 
average annual increase of $800.00 or 
a maximum of $4,000.00 reaching a 
peak in 1938 of a minimum total of 
$13,800.00 or a maximum total of about 
$39,400.00, and thereafter falling off 
gradually to neiing in 1950.” 





Describe Medals Awards 


N response to a letter from the Mili- 


tary Affairs Committee of the House 
of Representatives, Secretary of War 
Hurley has written to that body de- 
scribing the events and reasons that 
led to the enactment of the legisla- 
tion providing that distinguished serv- 
ice medals be awarded for certificates 
of merit instead of distinguished serv- 
ice crosses. 

“When the United States entered 
the World War on April 6, 1917,” the 
Secretary advised the committee, “ex- 
traordinary meritorious acts or services 
in our Army could be recognized by the 
award of either the medal of honor or 
the certificate of merit. The medal of 
honor was awarded to officers or en- 
listed men and the certificate of merit 
was restricted to enlisted men. The 
medal of honor being awarded to those 
who had most distinguished themselves 
in action and the certificate of merit 
to those who distinguished themselves 
in the service in any way, either in ac- 
tion or otherwise. 

“Inasmuch as many officers, as well 
as enlisted men, often performed acts 
or services which were very meritori- 
ous but which did not meet the re- 
quirements of the law for the award 
of the medal of honor it was thought 
to be desirable to authorize a lesser 
medal. which could be awarded to both 
officers and enlisted men in recogni- 
tion of acts or services which did not 
come up to the high standard adopted 
for the medal of honor. 


Restricted Issue. 

“A bill, S. 1720, 65th Congress, Ist 
Session, was introduced by the late 
Senator Warren on April 11, 1917, 
which amended all then existing law 
relating to the medal of honor and pro- 
vided for its issue only to those who 
‘shall hereafter’ distinguish themselves 
under certain conditions, and also for 
the award of a distinguished service 
medal to any person who while an of- 
ficer or enlisted man of the Army 
should thereafter distinguish himself 
by exceptionally meritorious service to 
the Government in a duty of great 
responsibility or by extraordinary hero- 
ism in the line of his profession. 

“This bill further provided that the 
distinguished service medal should be 
issued to all enlisted men of the Army 
to whom the certificate of merit had 
been granted, up to and including the 
date of the passage of the bill, in lieu 
of such certificate of merit, and af- 
ter the passage of the bill the award 
of the certificate of merit should cease. 

“The idea behind this proposed leg- 
islation seems to have been to discon- 
tinue the award of a special decora- 
tion to enlisted men and to provide 
for one which could be awarded to 
both officers and enlisted men alike. 
Considerable information concerning 
this matter will be found in the report 
of the Senate Committee on Military 
Affairs which accompanied S. 1720. 


One Decoration. 

“While S. 1720 passed the Senate on 
July 12, 1917, it did not become a law. 
Later it was decided that it would be 
better to have one decoration to be 
awarded for exceptionally meritorious 
service to the Government in a duty 
of great responsibility and one decora- 
tion for extraordinary heroism in ac- 
tion. The War Department accord- 
ingly, on May 10, 1918, recommended 
that a bill, substituted for S. 1720, be 
introduced which would provide for a 
distinguished service medal and a dis- 
tinguished service cross, and the pro- 
vision relative to the issuance of the 
distinguished service medal in lieu of 
the certificate of merit, as provided in 
S. 1720, was retained in the draft of 
the new bill, it being considered that 
the medal was the more appropriate 
to be issued in lieu of certificates of 
merit than the distinguished service 
cross, the cross being limited to those 
who performed acts of extraordinary 
heroism in action. 

“Many awards of the certificate of 
merit were made for deeds involving 
the saving of individuals from drown- 
ing and for heroic acts accompanying 
the saving of lives and Government 
property during fires and similar cat- 
astrophes. 

“As these heroic acts took place in 
time of peace, the award of the dis- 
tinguished service cross would have 
been automatically barred by reason of 
the requirement of extraordinary hero- 
ism in action. 

“The bill as recommended by the 
War Department on May 10, 1918, with

“DISTRUSTS” ORDER TO LEARN SPANISH. 


HE TIEMPO, morning newspaper of Bogota, Columbia, sees something sin- 
ister and threatening in the recent War Department order directing the 
officers of the United States Army to study Spanish. In a recent editorial it is 
declared that the reason given for the order—to further the close relations 
between the United States and her “sister nations” in Latin America—is not 
their own conclusion as to the reason for the order. “We do not reach the same 
conclusion,” the editorial says, and adds that this order would have been praise- 
worthy if it had been directed to the students of the United States. 

“The United States, powerfully armed, clouding the Pacific and the Atlantic 
with the black smoke from the funnels of its cruisers, disquiets us when we think 
of the obligation of all Saxon-American military officers to know Spanish. 

“We believe that the President of the United States can direct its rela- 
tions with Latin America on a basis of cordiality and cooperation. Yet there 
are chapters of history, almost contemporaneous, which cause us to hesitate 
when we are about to grasp the hand of the honorable engineer Hoover. 

“The thing that will relieve your anxiety,” the editorial says, “is an official 
declaration to the effect that a knowledge of Spanish is not necessary for the 
armed forces of the United States, because the soldiers and marines of that 
nation can do absolutely nothing good in the Spanish-speaking countries of 
America. Anything less can do nothing but cause serious and well-founded 
unrest.” 





FISKE PRAISES SHEARER COMMENTS ON PARLEY. 


REAR ADM. BRADLEY E. FISKE, USN, ret., in an announcement last week, 
said that he had agreed to introduce William B. Shearer, naval propa- 
gandist, when the latter speaks at Carnegie Hall Sunday night on The Inside 
story of 10 Years of International Intrigue Against United States’ Sea Power. 
“I believe in Shearer,” he said, “I admire him very much, and I think he 
has been not only misunderstood, but very much maligned. I have looked into 
his alleged activities at Geneva and I find he was only doing what the Govern- 
ment was trying to do.” : 
Concerning the forthcoming naval conference at London, Adm. Fiske said: 
“It’s going to be the greatest game, played for the greatest stakes that the 
world has ever known, but I think they made a mistake in not having a navy 
officer on the United States delegation.”

UNITED STATES TRAILS IN SHIP CONSTRUCTION 


THE United States trailed five other nations in the number of ships under 

construction during the third quarter of the year 1929, according to a com- 
pilation made by the Bureau of Navigation, Department of Commerce. Great 
Britain continued her construction strides ahead of any other nation for in 
that period there were 373 ships under construction by the United Kingdom, 
including the dominions. The compilation includes ali merchant ships of 100 
gross tons and over. : 


Germany was second in such construction with 66 vessels in the process 
of making. The Netherlands came next with 55 under construction Italy 
with 36 and Sweden with 31 followed and then came the United States with 
only 28 ships under construction. Actually, however, the United States con- 
struction should come ahead of Italy and Sweden, for while they were building 
a greater number of vessels the total tonnage of those being constructed by 
us was greater. 


Norway came after the United States with 25 and Japan next with 23.

URGES AID TO RETIRED DISABLED GROUP 


PASSAGE of HR 7384 is being actively urged by W. L. McDaniel, of Berea, Ky. 

The bill provides that all enlisted men, Regular Army, who served between 
April 6, 1917 and July 2, 1921, who were honorably discharged as commissioned 
officers during the World War, who have had 15 years or more service, and who 
have been or may be discharged from the service with 50 per cent or more 
disability in line of duty be given the pay and allowances of retired warrant 
officers of the Regular Army.

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Blackwood Retires 


EAR ADM. NORMAN J. BLACK- 
WOOD, MC, yesterday was retired 
for age after more than forty years’ 
service. His career has been a notable 
one, he being especially well-known 
for his work along administrative lines. 
In October Adm. Blackwood was 
chosen for promotion by a selection 
board and at the same time Rear Adm. 
Charles E. Riggs, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral, was picked for promotion to the 
permanent rank of rear admiral which 
became effective yesterday upon Adm. 
Blackwood’s retirement. 

A great deal of Adm. Blackwood’s 
life has been spent in command posi- 
tions, he being in command of the Na- 
val Hospital at Puget Sound at his re- 
tirement. He is the author of sev- 
eral articles which appeared in med- 
ical journals on medical corps history 
and problems. 

Born in Germantown, Pa., Jan. 3, 
1866, he entered the service in 1883 
as a Naval Cadet, resigned in 1886. 
Following his graduation from the 
Jefferson Medical College in 1888, he 
was commissioned as an Assistant Sur- 
geon in 1890. 

At the beginning of the World War, 
he was made a Medical Director and 
commissioned as a captain with rank 
from Oct. 15, 1916. During the war, 
Capt. Blackwood was in command of 
the hospital ship Mercy, and since 
then has been in command of the Na- 
val Hospitals at Cavite, Boston, New 
York, and Puget Sound. 

Adm. Blackwood recently attended 
the American Medical Association at 
Portland, Ore., as representative of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery. He 
is prominent in club and fraternal cir- 
cles, and is an enthusiastic sportsman. 
While in charge of the Naval Hospital 
in New York, he was president of the 
Sojourners Club, and has always been 
active in Masonry. 

Adm. Riggs, the Surgeon General, 
was born in Iowa, Sept. 15, 1869, and 
attended the University of Iowa Medi- 
eal School, graduating in 1892. En- 
tering the Navy in 1893, Adm. Riggs 
has spent nearly sixteen years in duty 
at sea, more time than any other of- 
ficer of the Medical Corps. During 
the Spanish-American War he was on 
board the USS Newport, which was 
engaged in blockade duty at Havana. 
In 1917, he was made Fleet Surgeon 
of the Asiatic Fleet, and was on duty 
on the USS Brooklyn at Vladivostok, 
Russia. He was commissioned as cap- 
tain during the war, and later assumed 
the duties of Fleet Surgeon, United 
States Fleet. Following his meritori- 
ous work at the Newport Hospital, 
he came to Washington, first as com- 
manding officer of the Naval Hospital 
and then as Surgeon General. 

While in charge of the Naval Hos- 
pital at Newport, Adm. Riggs earned 
the praise of the entire country by the 
efficient manner in which he handled 
the Mackinac disaster. This catas- 
trophe caused by the blowing up of 
the boilers on the excursion steamer 
Mackinac resulted in the death of fifty- 
five passengers and undoubtedly but 
for prompt and efficient treatment of 
the rest of the injured passengers 
there would have been many more cas- 
ualties. At this time and later when 
Adm. Riggs was relieved of command 
at Newport he received many letters 
and resolutions of commendation from 
organizations and individuals.

Favor V. I. Bill 
AVORABLE. action has been recom- 
mended by the Navy Department on 

H. R. 7394, a bill to extend the admi- 
ralty laws of the United ‘States to the 
Virgin Islands. 

The act of March 3, 1917, provides 
that local laws shall remain in force 
in the Virgin Islands until Congress 
shall otherwise provide and that the 
laws may be changed with the ap- 
proval of the President by the colonial 
council of the Islands. In reference 
to the admiralty cases, the laws ap- 
plicable are in Danish and are only in 
fragments and the extension of the 
laws of the United States would re- 
lieve the present situation, it is be- 
lieved. 

Appeals from the district court of 
the Virgin Islands lie to the third cir- 
cuit of appeals in Philadelphia, which 
is an additional reason for the legis- 
lation. 

In accordance with law, the legis- 
lation requested was submitted to the 
colonial council of the Virgin Islands. 
During the debate on the matter, the 
governor of the islands was asked to 
furnish the council with complete 
copies of the admiralty law of the 
United States. In as much as ad- 
miralty law of the United States lies 
in many decisions, and statutes it was 
impractical to comply with this re- 
quest. 


MMNR Officers Commended

Alfred M. Moore, mas- 
ter of the Republic; Lt. Harold L. Win- 
slow, chief officer, and Lt. F. S. Sobol, 
who as. officer of the watch sighted 
the sinking vessel, have been addressed 
letters of commendation for their note- 
worthy feat. 

Early on the morning of December 4, 
en route from Cherbourg, France, to 
New York, Lt. Sobol, on watch sighted 
the “Gander Deal” carrying distress 
signals. A boat was put over the side 
under the command of Lt. Winslow, 
and the eleven members of the crew 
of the British ship, were taken off the 
ship in face of a heavy rolling sea and 
a high gale, calling for seamanship 
of the highest type.

Care for Dependents 


GECRETARY of the Navy Adams hag 
sent to the Speaker of the House 
of Representatives and to Representa. 
tive Britten, chairman of the Naval] 
Affairs committees drafts of a bill to 
authorize the admission to naval hos. 
pitals of dependents of officers, nurses 
and enlisted men of the naval service 
in need of hospital care. He urges 
that it be enacted at an early date. 

In his letter Mr. Adams says: 

“The legislation proposed would pro. 
vide for: 

“(a) The admission to certain des. 
ignated naval hospitals of dependents 
of officers, nurses and enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps, provided 
accommodations are available. 

“(b) The priority right of those now 
entitled by law to hospitalization in 
naval hospitals. 


Pay from Fund. 

“(c) The payment of all expenses 
incurred under this proposed legisla. 
tion from the naval hospital fund. 

“(d) A charge to be made for hos. 
pital care, the amount per diem to be 
determined by the Secretary of the 
Navy, and for the checkage of this 
amount as against the pay of the of- 
ficer, nurse or enlisted man concerned; 
and 

“(e) All amounts so paid to be cred- 
ited to the naval hospital fund. 

“Authority for the admission of de 
pendents into Army hospitals is now 
provided by the Act of July 5, 1884, 
and by Army regulations based thereon, 

“The following classes of individuals 
are entitled by law to treatment in 
naval hospitals: 

“(1) Officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy and Marine Corps, active 
and retired, and members of the Navy 
Nurse Corps. 

“(2) Pensioners upon _ relinquish- 
ment of pension during continuance in 
a naval hospital. 

“(3) Patients of the United States 
Employes’ Compensation Commission 

“(4) Patients of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau. 

Civilians Cared for. 


“In addition to the above, it is the 
policy of the Navy Department to care 
for the civilian population within the 
the limits of naval stations of certain 
insular possessions, in emergency cases 
and where the general health and state 
of sanitation affect naval personnel. 


“The Navy has a hospital fund car- 
ried in the United States Treasury and 
expended under the same restrictions 
and surveillance by the General Ac 
counting Office as in any appropriation 
made by the Congress. Therefore, 
without enabling legislation as is now 
proposed the accounting officers would 
not allow expenditures for new and ul 
authorized expenses incurred through 
the admission of a class of persons 
not heretofore authorized, nor would 
the use of the naval hospital fund be 
permitted for purposes which othe? 
provision is already made in an exist 
ing appropriation, as for instance, the 
pay of civilian employes, when the ap- 
propriation ‘Medical Department’ car- 
ries the specific item ‘the civil estab- 
lishment at the several naval hospitals’ 

“It is to be noted that this proposed 
bill does not provide for ,the hospitili- 
zation of all dependents of naval per 
sonnel but that the number of such 
dependents to be cared for will depend 
on the accommodations available 
Necessarily numerous dependents will 
have to be refused admission due 
the priority rights of naval persons 
and others, to present capacity use 2 
certain hospitals, and to lack of suit 
able facilities at said hospitals to carte 
for women and children. 

“The enactment of this proposed leg 
islation will not necessitate any appr> 
priation by the Congress, since it # 
specifically provided that all expenses 
incident thereto shall be defrayed from 
the naval hospital fund. 

“The checkages to be made against 
the accounts of the officer, nurse or e 
listed man whose dependent is admit 
ted to a naval hospital is for the put 
pose of covering the cost of subsistene 
medicine and other incidentals.”

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Radio to Protect Flight 

N the First Pursuit Group early 
in January wings its way over 
the 3,500 miles of ice and snow which 
covers the route of its “Arctic Patrol” 
from Mt. Clemens, Mich., to Spokane, 
Wash., and back, it will not alone be 
in daily contact with the outside world 
by means of a short-wave radio relay 
system organized by the American Ra- 
dio Relay League but will also pro- 
ceed under the protection of radio as 
a source of relief in case of forced 
landings or other trouble. 

Through arrangements made by the 
War Department with the General 
Electric Company of Schenectady, the 
powerful short-wave experimental sta- 
tion owned by that company will listen 
during the first ten minutes of every 
flying hour for possible S. O. S. sig- 
nals from the radio ship accompanying 
the 18 pursuit planes. 

This additional safety precaution in 
connection with the Pursuit maneuvers 
will enable villages and towns in the 
immediate vicinity of a mishap to dis- 
patch help within the shortest possible 
space of time. If an SOS signal 
should be sent, it will immediately be 
re-broadcasted to Army Air a 
posts in the western section of the 
country. Also, arrangements will be 
made to have the S. O. S. call sent 
out through regular broadcasting sta- 
tions covering the northwest so that 
people living in the territory where a 
_ may be forced down will hear the 
call for help. 

According to plans formulated by 
Maj. Ralph Royce, commanding officer 
of the flight, the Army transport which 
will carry the radio set will start each 
day with the pursuit planes and fol- 
low the same route that the much 
faster single-seaters will traverse at 
much higher speeds. 

“The slower cargo plane,” said Maj. 
Royce, “will keep a sharp look-out for 
disabled craft. If it is at all ible 
for it to land near any ship that has 
been forced down, it will do so, if not, 
it will land at the best available spot 
as close to the scene as possible.” 

However, owing to the extremely 
rugged nature of the terrain it is doubt- 
ful if suitable landing facilities would 
be found for the bigger ship. Hence, 
the radio plane will, after locating the 
exact location of a disabled plane, pro- 
ceed to the nearest landing place, land, 
set up its radio outfit and broadcast 
calls for help. Of course, we don’t ex- 

t to have accidents but we want to 

_ready for any emergency that may 
arise. 

Aside from the hourly listening-in 
periods, the General Electric station 
will be in communication with the mis- 
sion every morning before the day’s 
flight starts.

How About ROTC? 


66gN WAR time, Indiana : University 

supported the policies of our na- 
tional government with all her re- 
sources; we do the same now.” This 
statement is the answer of Dr. William 
Lowe Bryan, president of Indiana Uni- 
versity, to the criticisms made against 
the ROTC units. Dr. Bryan’s state- 
ment is a in the Regimental 
Review, publication of the Indiana 
ROTC, of which Ca Archie K. 
Rupert, Inf., DOL, is faculty advisor. 

“Our Quaker President said re- 
cently, “Dr. Bryan wrote,” that no 
President of the United States had 
been a militarist and none a pacifist. 
Certainly most of our Presidents have 
sought by every rightful means to 
avoid war and no one of them has 
failed to recognize the necessity for 
adequate national defense. 

A Useful Organization. 

“Successive Presidents of the United 
States, and the Army and Navy of 
the United States agree in the judg- 
ment that the ROTC is a useful or- 
ganization which should be provided 
for and maintained in our educational 
institutions. The united judgment of 
all these departments of our govern- 
ment is also the judgment of most of 
the state universities and of many 
other universities. Most of these give 
the work as required work for under- 
classmen. 

“Every question has two sides. The 
arguments urged against the ROTC 
whether because it involves required 
work (all required work is opposed) 
or because of weightier reasons, are 
entitled to free expression and to 
careful consideration. 

“Careful consideration of the whole 
matter has been given by Indiana Uni- 
versity with the result that we agree 
with the judgment of the several de- 
partments of our government and of 
other universities. In war time In- 
diana University supported the poli- 
cies of our national government with 
all her resources; we do the same 
now.” 

Governor’s Opinion. 

In an opinion written by Harry G. 
Leslie, Governor of Indiana, to Cadet 
Captain L. E. Lyons, adjutant of the 
Indiana, ROTC iment, the gover- 
nor said: 

“The curse of war has always hung 
over the activities of men as a black 
pall. But so long as there is the pos- 
sibility of war there must be the 
training and preparation for war. In 
this age of lax family discipline and 
contempt for law, no finer thing can 
come to a young man or woman than 
the stern discipline and prompt obedi- 


ence that are exacted in military 
training. 
“A careful study of the homes 


from which the inmates of our correc- 
tional institutions have come. shows 
that lax family discipline has much 
to do with determining a career of 
crime. Strict obedience to law can 
only be expected from those who have 
learned to obey. Military training is 
valuable for the physical culture 
which is a part of it. Stooped shoul- 
ders become straight, the step more 
firm and elastic, hollow chests expand 
and an added glow of health are 
marked results of conscientious appli- 
cation to the military work given in 
our state schools. It is too bad that 
this discipline cannot come to all the 
youth of our state.

serve Officers’ Association of the 
United States. 

In a stragetic position where they 
know both sides of the question they 
are familiar with service life and its 
need for an adequate pay schedule and 
they also are familiar with the pay 
scales in civil life so that they can 
make reasonable and fair comparisons 
as to earning power and pay received, 

The national organization has placed 
pay relief on its list of legislation con. 
sidered essential. “Lt. Col. Edgar Rob- 
erson, secretary of the organization, 
says that virtually all of the local 
chapters have gone on record individu. 
ally in support of pay revision. 

A typical resolution is that adopted 
by the Trenton Chapter, ROA, of 
which Lt. Col. Richard Stockton, Jr., 
QM-Res., is chairman of the policy and 
legislation committee. The text of the 
resolution follows: 


“Whereas: The pay of officers and 
men of certain Services of the United 
States Government has long been con- 
siderably less than that of civilians in 
similar positions of responsibility and 
is so low that it has been impossible 
for many officers and men to meet 
the financial requirements of mere 
necessities, and 

“Whereas: These conditions are op- 
pressive, unfair, discreditable to our 
great nation and injurious to the mor- 
ale and efficiency of the Services, and 

“Whereas: A careful study by a 
body known as the Interdepartmental 
Pay Board has resulted in recommen-

Aeronautical Notes 
HE substitute for goldbeaters’ skin 
which last year was used in mak- 
ing a gas cell for the “Los Angeles” 
has not given as good results as was 
anticipated, it was said in the annual 
administrative report of the National 
Advisory Committee for Aeronautics. 

“As good results as were antici- 
pated,” the report stated, “ have not 
been given by the substitute for gold- 
beaters’ skin fabric which was con- 
structed last year. This is another 
instance of the failure of production 
materials and processes to show as 
good performance as was obtained 
from laboratory materials and pro- 
cesses. It is believed probable that the 
production material did not completely 
reproduce the material developed in 
the laboratory, and in order to deter- 
mine whether it is possible by ordinary 
commercial methods to reproduce the 
laboratory material, three orders, each 
for 1,000 yards of fabric of this type 
have been placed by the Bureau of 
Aeronautics of the Navy -Department 
with three different manufacturers. 

“Each of these is to follow his own 
methods and it is hoped that the lab- 
oratory quality may be obtained from 
at least one of the manufacturers. If 
this is done, it will be possible to de- 
termine how the processes followed dif- 
fer and to learn how to reproduce the 
material more perfectly. 

“The disappointing results obtained 
from the one type of goldbeaters’ skin 
fabric have led to continued study of 
other types, and one manufacturer is 
attempting to produce a_ substitute 
along independent lines.”

MUCH IMPORTANCE has been attached to the Bureau of Efficiency’s analysis 

(made at the behest of President Hoover) of the report of the Interdepart- 
mental Pay Board. But it should be borne in mind that no matter how capable 
the workers of this agency may be they are civilians and not familiar with the 
problems and conditions peculiar to the military and naval services. Bare fig- 
ures—and this, we are told, is the bulk of the analysis—cannot take into con- 
sideration the expenses which military folk must bear and which those in civilian 
life know little or nothing of. 





ILL IT BE POSSIBLE for the “impartial” outside investigator to put into 

his mathematical weighing machine such liabilities as frequent changes of 
home establishment, of the frequent necessity of maintaining two “homes,” the 
cost of uniforms and often the necessity of two wardrobes, one military and one 
civilian, the cost of educating children under the handicaps of frequent transfers 
and often to places where there are no public facilities for schooling. These are 
just a few of the expenses which anyone familiar with the services could elabo- 
rate. 





ANOTHER CONSIDERATION—how can a mathematical compilation or com- 

parison take into consideration the hazzards of military or naval service. 
History has shown in the past that every officer in the normal length of service 
will pass through at least two campaigns. If New York City feels justified in 
paying a minimum salary of $3,000 to its policemen is there not abundant more 
reason to give at least comparable compensation to the defenders of the nation? 





Two REPORTS which, taken together, are of transcendent importance to the 

healthy development of this nation were made public this week, both from 
the Department of Commerce. One showed that new records to the credit of 
the United States marked the close of 1929 in the annals of world trade, with 
both export and import figures reaching unprecedented figures. The other 
showed that in the number of merchant vessels of 100 gross tons and over under 
construction in this nation ranked sixth in the nations of the world. The ship 
construction figures covered the third quarter of 1929. 


Is there no message to the leaders in this state of affairs, when the nation 
that does the largest amount of business on the high seas lags so deplorably in 
the construction of carriers to transport her goods? What would happen to our 
world trade and prosperity if emergencies (even those in which we had no other 
concern) should withdraw from our use the vessels now carrying our cargo? 





ME. STIMSON announces that the British stand respecting the elimination of 

neutrals is not meant to apply to the United States. The British White 
Paper, he says, confines its observations as to the absence of neutrals in future 
wars to nations which are members of the League of Nations. 


Thus our interpretation of a British pronouncement decides that we may 
remain neutral in future wars. This is comforting news but time will have to 
test its accuracy. The years have seen many men try to shape history in ad- 
vance but few have succeeded. 





QWHETHER or not the possibilities for future wars have been entirely re- 
moved is a subject which finds a great deal of talk on both sides but it 
might be well to hark to the words of the British Government in its White 
Paper. The paper points out that disputes in the past have arisen from the 
conflict of two rights: the rights of a belligerent to make use of his naval 
strength to interfere with the sea-borne commerce of the enemy and the right 
of the neutral to continue his trade irrespective of the existence of a war in 
— he is not engaged. Both of these rights are recognized in international 
aw. 


“No one, however, will suggest,” the British say, “that the establishment of 
rules of international law on this subject has reached a stage which eliminates 
the possibility of disputes between belligerents and neutrals, and unless one is 
prepared to accept the possibility of the production and general acceptance of a 
code which would provide a satisfactory solution for every question of this sort 
which might arise in a quite indeterminate future, it it difficult to see how 
this process could ever eliminate the possibility of serious disputes of this nature. 
And public opinion in this country is naturally sensitive as regards any action 
which might be considered as unduly limiting the exercise of British sea power 
in time of war.” 





QWHEN the House Military Committee delves into the Air Corps program next 
week it might be well if they gave some thought to carrying out the original 
intent of Congress in regard to Air Corps increments. It was generally conceded 
that the increments for the needed expansion of the Air Corps were to be above 
the authorized strength already set for the Army yet it has not worked out that 
way. Congress might well correct this situation while it 1s considering the ex- 
tent of progress made mn carrying out the air program.

Seek Hospitalization 


T A regular monthly meeting of 
the Army-Navy-Marine Corps As- 
sociation, held at Los Angeles, Calif., 
Dec. 13, Lt. Col. Andrew J. Copp, Jr., 
president, resolutions were adopted on 
motion of Maj. J. E. Bloom, USA, ret., 
seconded by Maj. H. L. Suydam, ap- 
proving and petitioning for the enact- 
ment of H. R. 3041, 7ist Congress, in- 
troduced in the House by Representa- 
tive O’Connell of New York, to amend 
Section 202, paragraph 10, of the 
World War Veterans Act to provide 
hospitalization for retired officers and 
enlisted personnel, of both sexes, of 
the Regular Army, Navy, and Marine 
Corps on a parity with that now pro- 
vided for the honorably discharged per- 
sonnel, 

The association also petitioned Sen- 
ator Shortridge, of California, to intro- 
duce a bill like H. R. 3041. 

It also resolved to petition Repre- 
sentative Joe Crail, of California, to 
add an amendment to a bill he has in- 
troduced so that it shall provide that 
retired officers and enlisted personnel, 
of both-~sexes, of the Regular Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps,-shail~be-en- 
titled to hospitalization and medical 
treatment at Sawtelle Branch and all 
other branches of the National Home 
for Disabled Volunteer Soldiers, on a 
parity with the honorably discharged 
officers and soldiers. 

The association directed the Presi- 
dent to appoint a special committee, 
with full power to act to effectuate the 
spirit or intent of the resolutions. 

After the unanimous adoption of the 
resolutions, the president appointed 
Col. Arthur Williams and Maj.

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Pierce Warns Colleges 

New York (Special)—With repre- 
sentatives of both the Military and 
Naval Academies in attendance, the 
National Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion meeting here New Year’s day 
voted approval and appreciation of the 
famous Bulletin 23 of the Carnegie 
Foundation. The bulletin, made pub- 
lic two months ago, charged that out 
of 125 colleges and universities studied 
by the Foundation all with the excep- 
tion of 28 were found to be tainted 
with commercialism in the conduct of 
their athletics. The U. S. Military 
Academy was one of the 28 found free 
of commercialism while the Naval 
Academy was not included in the in- 
stitution’s survey so was not reported 
upon at all. 

Among those attending were Lt. Col. 
Robert C. Richardson, Jr., Cav., rep- 
resenting West Point, and Comdr. H. 
A. Jones, USN, bureau of navigation. 
Navy Department. 

Brig. Gen. Palmer E. Pierc2, USA- 
ret., retiring president of the associa- 
tion, declared: 

“Tt seems desirable that this asso- 
ciation should provide for a thorough 
study of the Carnegie survey; that 
members reported as not controlling 
their athletic sports in accordance with 
the law of amateurism and the prin- 
ciples of amateur sport be conferred 
with confidentially, and that if the 
abuses are found to exist and no effort 
is being made to correct them, and 
there are no indications that such will 
be made, the offending institutions 
should be requested to resign from the 
N.C... A.” 

Then in an extemporaneous aside, 
Gen. Pierce stated that the refusal of 
member institutions to comply with 
this edict would merit the denial of 
places to such offending colleges on the 
playing schedules of member univer- 
sities. This move would effectually 
put teeth into the Carnegie report. 

Gen. Pierce, in speaking of the dif- 
ferent status of athletics at West 
Point when he was a cadet and now, 
stated specifically, “We must have 
gate receipts to carry on the athletic 
program of our colleges.” 

Gen. Pierce gace as an example the 
deplorable state of athletics at the 
Point in 1895, when he was appointed 
treasurer of the sports fund. At that 
time Gen. Pierce was ushered into of- 
fice with the warning that the treasury 
was $75 in debt. 

Gen. Pierce, who has been president 
of the organization for many years, de- 
clined to accept the nomination for an- 
other term. In honor of his long serv- 
ice the association elected him presi- 
dent emeritus. 

Gen. Pierce was honored by the as- 
sociation when a report of the nomi- 
nating committee was read recom- 
mending that steps be taken to make 
him -honorary president. In his ac- 
ceptance speech, Dr. Charles W. Ken- 
nedy, of fPyinceton, newly elected 
president, paid jiigh tribute to the 
work of Dr. Pierce dvring the 25 years 
he has been associated With the or- 
ganization and stated in brilliant terms 
the appreciation of the association of 
that work. 

Dr. S. V. Sanford, of Georgia, ther 
arose and told of Gen. Pierce’s connec- 
tion with college athletics and suggest- 
ed that a special committee be ap- 
pointed to draft a formal memorial to 
Gen. Pierce, thus expressing the feel- 
ing of the association and the esteem 
in which he is held. 

Gen. Pierce is widely known 
throughout military circles. He was 
graduated from the Military Academy 
in 1891. He served in various In- 
fantry organizations. In 1910 he was 
graduated with honor from the Army 
Service School and the following year 
from the Army Staff College. He 
served in Porto Rico, during the Span- 
ish American War, and later in the 
Philippines. Before going to France 
as commander of the 54th Infantry 
Brigade he was a member of the War 
Industries Board, General Munitions 
Board, the Training Camps Athletic 
Committee and the War Council.

William P. Jackson has been assigned 
to command of the 98th Division and 
placed in charge of all training, ex- 
cept Coast Artillery, in the area in 
which this district is a part.

“Whereas, We believe that the rec- 
ommendations are meritorious, equit- 
able and just, and that the enactment 
of the proposed Measure by Congress 
will be recognition of the faithful serv- 
ices performed by those already in its 
personnel, and add a stimulus to the 
men who have suffered during the 
World War to seek appointment and 
enlistment in the Reserve forces of the 
Military arm of our Government, all 
of which will add materially to the 
furtherance and the proper carrying 
out of the fulfillment of the National 
Defense Act; 

“Now, Therefore, BE IT RESOLV- 
ED, That Albany, Georgia Post Num- 
ber Thirty, of the American Legion, 
Department of Georgia, unanimously 
endorse the proposed increase in pay

Advancement in rating when prop- 
erly qualified. 

A certifieate from the Secretary of 
the Navy for those men who own their 
Owk amateur radio stations, which cer- 
tificate authorizes participation in the 
Naval Reserve radio drills. 

Copies each year of “Amateur Radio 
Stations of the United States” (De- 
partment of Commerce), copies of Ra- 
dio Service Bulletins (Department of 
Commerce), and copies of Monthly 
Communication Bulletins of the Navy 
Department.

Murfin Due for Promotion 
HE retirement next Tuesday of 
Rear Adm. John H. Dayton upon 

his own request after more than 40 


years’ service makes due for promo- 
tion, Capt. Orin G. Murfin. Adm. Day- 
ton has been on leave for the past two 
or three months since his relief from 
duty at Monaca, as representative of 
the United States at the International 
Hydrographic Cffice. 

Born at Rock Island, Ill., Feb. 3, 
1869; Adm. Dayton wes appointed to 
the Naval Academy, in 1886, graduat- 
ing in 1890. Commissioned as an en- 
sign two years later, he was appointed 
a lieutenant junior grade, in 1897, lieu- 
tenant 1897, lieutenant commander 
1905 and commander 1911. In 1911, 
Adm. Dayton was aide to the Admiral 
of the Navy and the same year was 
assigned duty commanding the Naval 
Training Station at Newport. He next 
commanded the USS Saratoga, and 
later was appointed commander Naval 
Training Station at Norfolk. The same 
year, 1916 he was made a captain. 

Capt. Murfin, who becomes due for 
promotion to rear admiral, has been 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal, and the order of St. Michael 
and St. George, by the British Gov- 
ernment. He is a graduate of the Na- 
val War College, holding the senior 
course diploma. 

Capt. Murfin was born in Ohio Fur- 
nace, Ohio, April 13, 1876. He was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from 
his native state in September, 1893, 
graduating with the class of ’97. On 
June 20, of that year, he reported on 
board the USS Alliance for his first 
duty and was transferred to the USS 
Iowa Dec. 28, 1897. On July 1, 1899, 
he was promoted to ensign and three 
years later to the rank of lieutenant 
junior grade. The next year Capt. 
Murfin was promoted to lieutenant and 
in 1909 reached the rank of lieutenant 
commander. 

In 1906, he was detailed to his first 
command, the USS Albany and was 
made a commander the same year. 
The following June, Capt. Murfin was 
detailed to the Bureau of Ordnance, 
and in November was assigned duty in 
charge of the establishment of a United 
States Naval Mine Depot in the Brit- 
ish Isles, and was placed in command

of the depot at its completion with 
headquarters in London. 

His appointment as captain (tem- 
porary), coincided with his next as- 
signment as Commander Mine Force, 
Bases 17 and 18, and was given addi- 
tional duty as Senior Aid to the Com- 
mander of the Mine Force, Atlantic 
Fleet. Later Capt. Murfin was assigned 
duty in connection with the establish- 
ment of a Mine Base in Mediterranean 
Bizerta. 

In 1919, Capt. Murfin was placed in 
command of the USS Missouri and 
when it was placed out of commission, 
commanded the USS Pueblo, and later 
went to the Philadelphia Navy Yard. 
His permanent appointment as cap- 
tain was dated May 29, 1921. Two 
years later he assumed command of 
the USS Concord and had charge of 
fitting the vessel out. In 1925 he at- 
tended the Naval War College, gradu- 
ating in 1926. After leaving the War 





. College he came to the Navy Depart- 


ment and the following year was made 
Assistant to the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation. In 1928, he assumed 
command of the USS West. Virginia, 
and last year was detailed to com- 
mand the Training Squad One, Fleet 
Base Force, on board the USS An- 
tares, the post he now holds. 

Citation: “For exceptionally merit- 
orious service in a duty of great re- 
sponsibility in charge of the US Mine 
Bases in Scotland. The extremely suc- 
cusseful part played by the United 
States Navy in the laying of the 
Northern mine barrage was largely 
due to the pioneer work performed by 
Capt. Murfin in the establishment of 
the bases and the development and 
administration of the industrial organ- 
ization required.”

The financial condition of the club 
is most satisfactory. On January 26, 
1929, the last outstanding second trust 
note was paid, and all outstanding 
obligations on the property now are 
first trust notes. The total assets 
have increased from $366,297.57 on 
December 31st, 1928, to $406,810.79, an 
increase of over $40,000, while the 
surplus or net worth has increased 
during the same period of time, over 
$35,000, to a total of over $225,000. 
The above increases do not take into 
consideration any increases in land 
values due to the anticipated growth 
of Arlington County as a suburban 
development upon completion of the 
new Memorial Bridge. 

Improvements Completed 

Many improvements have been com- 
pleted during the past year. An ad- 
ditional nine holes of golf have been 
completed and put in play; a practice 
putting green and a caddie house have 
been built. The fairways have been 
improved, and by spring the golf 
course will undoubtedly compare fav- 
orably with any in this vicinity. Many 
improvements have been made in the 
club house, especially to kitchen equip- 
ment and facilities, so that members 
can now be assured of efficient ser- 
vice at all times. 

Membership Data 

The membership rolls now contain 
the names of 2,090 persons, a gain of 
650 since January ist, 1929. The 
Founder list was closed on April 1, 
1929, except for the Founder Life 
Members. The types of membership 
now open to new applicants are: 
Founder Life, Resident and Non- 
Resident. 

The by-laws of the club have re- 
cently been changed, providing that 
“an officer whose application for 
membership is received within ninety 
days after date of acceptance of his 
commission shall be admitted to mem- 
bership without the payment of initia- 
tion fee” and that “the widow of a 
deceased officer of the regular service 
of the Army, Navy or Marine Corps, 
who was a member of the club at the 
time of his death, shall be admitted to 
membership without the payment of 
initiation fee.” 

While the total membership is un- 
limited, the number of resident mem- 
bers is limited to one thousand, exclu- 
sive of life members. 

Affiliation 

A majority of the members of this 
club voted to contmue for another 
year the affiliation agreement be- 
tween this club and the Army and 
Navy Club, whereby junior officers, 
who are resident members of one club 
may become resident members of the 
other without the payment of any ini- 
tiation fee. This vote also approved 
of the appointment of a joint commit- 
tee to formulate a plan for the merger 
of the two clubs. 

Proposed Improvements 

It has been the policy of the board 
to proceed with new construction only 
after the necessary funds are in sight. 
As additional funds become available, 
it is planned to construct another 
nine holes of golf, additional tennis 
courts, and a swimming pool. It is 
also believed that in time it will be 

racticable to build a new club house. 

uture plans also contemplate a resi- 
dential development for club members 
in the vicinity of the club. The club 
itself has sufficient ground to encour- 
age such a development.

Co. SAMUEL BURKHARDT, Jr., 
USA, ret., died at Chicago, IIL, 
Dec. 29, 1929.

Known as one of the best penmen in 
the quartermaster corps of the Army, 
Ernest G. Krezdorn, Sr., with a record 
of thirty years’ service, died of pneu- 
monia, Nov. 2, 1929, at San Antonio, 
Tex. He was nearly 69 years old. Mr. 
Krezdorn was butied in Mount Muncie 
cemetery, Leavenworth, Kans., where 
he was reared. 

In active service at the time of his 
death, Mr. Krezdorn had been a clerk 
in the office of the quartermaster at 
Fort Sam Houston since 1903. He en- 
tered the service at the outbreak of 
the Spanish-American War as muster 
clerk in Kansas City, Mo. He mus- 
tered in the famous “Fighting Kan- 
sas” twentieth and twenty-second regi- 
ments under the command of the late 
Gen. Frederick Funston. 

Later when he was transferred to 
the adjutant general’s office at Wash- 
ington, D. C., he was offered the post 
of personal letter writer for Presi- 
dent William McKinley. At various 
times during his -long career in the 
service Mr. Krezdorn was stationed 
at Fort Bliss and at Fort Leaven- 
worth. He was associated with the 
late Col. Dan McCarthy as well as 
Maj. W. A. Danielson and Lt. Col. 
William F. Flynn. 

Mr. Krezdorn was a member of the 
Knights of Pythias, the Ancient Order 
of United Workmen and the Modern 
Woodmen of America. 

Born in Lexington, Mo., Dec. 3, 1860, 
he was brought up in Leavenworth, 
Kans., studied law and was admitted 
to the Kansas bar Jan. 4, 1897. 

He is survived by his second wife, 
Mrs. Nina Krezdorn; two sons, Otto B.

Urges Assistant to Chief 
GECRETARY ADAMS in a letter to 

the Speakers of the House and the 
chairman of the naval affairs commit- 
tee recommends the enactment of a bill 


to provide for an Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations. 


“The purpose of the proposed legis- 
lation,” Mr. Adams wrote, “is to pro- 
that an officer of the active list of the 


Navy may be detailed as Assistant 
Chief of Naval Operations, such officer 
to receive the highest pay of his rank, 
and in case of the’death, resignation, 
absence, or sickness of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, shall, until other- 
wise directed by the President, as pro- 
vided by section 179 of the Revised 
Statutes, perform the duties of such 
chief until his successor is appointed 
or such absence or sickness shall cease. 

“Existing statutes provide for an 
assistant to each chief of bureau of the 
Navy Department and to the Judge Ad- 
vocate General, who shall act in the 
place of the chief of bureau during the 
latter’s absence and who shall receive 
the highest pay of his rank while so 
serving. 

“The act of August 29, 1916 (39 
Stat., 558; U. S. C., Title 5, sec. 426), 
provides for not less than 15 officers 
to assist the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions in the duties of his office. There 
is no specific provision of law for an 
assistant chief empowered to act for 
the Chief of Naval Operations du:ing 
the latter’s absence. The proposed 
legislation is intended to perfect the 
organization of the office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations by providing spe- 
cifically for such an assistant chief. 

“The cost to the Government of the 
proposed legislation, if enacted, is in- 
determinate, because dependent upon 
the rank of the officer to be detailed as 
assistant chief. The additional cost in- 
volved in the case of the present in- 
cumbent would be $2,200 per annum.” 





Stresses Thoroughness 


THE importance of thoroughness in 

communication work is emphasized 
by Capt. S. C. Hooper, Director of Na- 
val Communications in a bulletin re- 
cently released. 

“While considerations 
communication efficiency normally 
stress accuracy and speed,” Capt. 
Hooper states, “thoroughness is never- 
theless of great importance. Many 
communication officers afloat and 
ashore go over each individual mes- 
sage to note avoidable delays and any 
errors in form or substance. Copies 
of log sheets will, under careful scrut- 
iny, disclose valuable information. A 
plotted curve of radio compass bear- 
ings gives important information of 
night effect and other vagaries. What 
could be more helpful in effecting re- 
pairs than a carefully kept machinery 
history showing every previous de- 
rangement and adjustment? These 
are only a few illustrations to indicate 
the importance of thoroughness, and 
there is no more important quality, in 
so far as a communication officer is 
concerned.

SOME FOLKS GET INCREASES. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
THE employes in the manufacturing 

establishments of Detroit are now 
getting four times what they were 
paid in 1899. No wonder the public 
is supporting the service’s plea for an 
increase. Our 1922 pay revision gave 
us nothing—as a matter of fact many 
are now receiving less pay than they 
would have if it had not been for the 
1922 act. 

If anyone does not believe that 
others have forged ahead in compen- 
sation (and consequently in living 
standards) while the services have 
stood still let him read the following 
—- from the Detroit Free 

88: 


“Wage earners in Detroit’s manufac- 
turing plants now find in their pay 
envelopes each year more than four 
times as much money as did their 
fathers who were the industrial work- 
ers a generation ago. 

“John Doe. Detroit’s industrial work- 
er of today, earns approximately $1,- 
677 a year. His father, Richard Doe, 
had an earning capacity of $400 a year. 
These figures represent the average 
earned per worker in 1928 and the sec- 
ond the average of the 1899 worker. 

“The 1899 average was derived from 
records of the United States commerce 
department by dividing the total wage 
bill of all of Detroit’s unskilled, but 
excluding salaried employes. The 1928 
average is an estimate computed from 
official data. The earning power of 
the 1928 worker shows an increase of 
819 per cent oyer that of the 1899 em- 
ploye. It also shows an increase of 
140 per cent over the average earned 
by 1914 workers, which was $697 per 


man.”

ADVANCED RANKS. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 


(THE War Department has approved 

a bill S. 414 for the advancement 
of officers who served during the World 
War in the grade of a general officer 
or who were recommended for such 
promotion. Overlooking the fact that 
there were a large number of meritori- 
ous officers in the World War who 
never reached the grade of general 
officer but still had performed meritori- 
ous services during the Indian War, 
the Spanish War and the Philippine In- 
surrection. Some of these officers 
were on the retired list when the war 
against Germany was declared and 
hence were too old to be considered 
for appointment to the grade of gen- 
eral officer at the time. Nevertheless 
they had performed the most credit- 
able service during the past 30 or 40

SYMPATHETIC UNDERSTANDING. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
HAVE read with sympathetic un- 
derstanding a number of letters in 
the Journal from individuals telling 
their hard-luck story of their inability 
to make both ends meet on our pres- 
ent salary. Their struggle has been, 
and is, my struggle, and it is with 
some personal relief that I read these 
letters, because my self respect is re- 
stored thereby. I have always con- 
scientiously tried to live within my 
make a passable pretense 
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inability to do so by ex 
strictest economy has caused me con- 
siderable worry. Others seemed to be 
able to solve the problem, so why 
couldn’t I? 

Since the free admissions of indi- 
viduals ocgasioned by the pay-revi- 
sion agitation, I have discovered that 
others have been compelled to resort 
to the same expedients as I to make 
both ends meet, i. .. by borrowing on 


instead of being able to save a little 
towards the education of our children, 
we have been compelled to rob them 
of some of their means of livelihood in 
the event of the death of their bread 
winners before they are self supporting. 

I am not in the habit of complaining 
and have always had a simple faith 
in those above to look out for this end 
of our welfare. The fact that other 
Government employes have received in- 
creases commensurate with the in- 
creased cost of living, was not known 
by me until I read the statement in 
the Journal several months ago. I 
didn’t expect much in the way of finan- 
cial reward when I decided to enter 
the Army, but I did expect to be able 
to live comfortably and save a little 
that I might_be able to give my chil- 
dren a reasonable education. Neither 
of these expectations has been real- 
ized, and I do not feel that my disap- 
pointment has been caused by any fault 
of my own. Having graduated in elec- 
trical engineering in 1917, spent thir- 
teen of my best years in the Army, and 
acquired dependents, I view with in- 
creasing alarm the tendency to neglect 
the welfare of the service which I 
have chosen. Obviously, having no 
business connections and no influential 
business friends, I could not start in 
on something new and be able for sev- 
eral years to command a salary suf- 
ficient to take care of my family com- 
fortably. I am at the mercy of my 
Government. 

I entered the Army with implicit 
faith in the justice of our Government 
towards all its citizens, even though 
they might be employes and in what- 
ever capacity. There has certainly 
been discrimination, consciously or oth- 
erwise, and we, the farthest removed 
from people who might exert political 
influence in our behalf, are the suf- 
ferers. It has often, during the past 
few years, been my sincere regret that 
I did not ‘accept my father’s advice 
immediately after the World War to 
resign and return to school to resume 
my interrupted studies. 

It seems to me that no fair-minded 
member of our Congress can refuse to 
give his whole-hearted support to leg- 
islation which will remedy the injus- 
tice done the several services. They 
saw the need of increasing their own 
salaries to keep pace with the rising 
cost of living, and certainly, by the 
same tokens, they must recognize the 
justice of the Inter-Departmental Pay 
Board report. It is my sincere belief 
that the reason this matter has not 
been corrected before is because it has 
not been properly brought to the at- 
tention of Congress. I also believe 
that relief in the way of a retroactive 
clause would be more than just, in 
order to enable those officers who have 
been compelled to incur debts to re- 
lieve themselves of this burden and to 
equip themselves with the uniforms 
which their service requires of them.

A WIFE SPEAKS. 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
B ipsa a few additions to needs of in- 
creased pay. A great many of us 
certainly were hit hard by the reduc- 
tion, March 31, 1923. In our post there 
were, among the married men, three 
of four technical sergeants reduced to 
sergeants, one sergeant with four chil- 
dren, reduced to corporal, and a cor- 
poral reduced to private. The sergeant, 
after twelve years’ service, did not re- 
enlist. The corporal’s wife, took in

They had put in 
some of the best years of their life 
with the Army, and it was their life. 
Their pay was reduced about thirty- 
five dollars a month, plus allowances. 
They were reduced for fifteen months, 
a loss of five hundred and twenty-five 
dollars, and allowances. They were 
cdnstantly in fear of being moved, 
which would mean i money 
for the families’ transportation. 

In one respect they were better off 
than the majority who received like 
reductions, for they kept their quar- 
ters, though expected to lose them at

cause of inefficiency on the part of 
the men, but because Congress had de- 
creed a smaller army, and the number 
of men of each grade in each branch 
must be reduced. 

We are never able to save toward 
emergencies, and there are plenty of 
them. There are our moves. We 
quite often hear an outsider say, “Oh, 
but that won’t codt you anything.” 
Just doesn’t it cost us anything! Ask 
anyone who has made a move. It’s only 
a mere matter of meals on diners, 
transports, hotel bills, while waiting 
for boats or waiting for transportation 
at the end of a boat trip. It some- 
times happens that a boat or train 
arrives late Saturday, and there is no 
possibility of getting transportation be- 
fore Monday. There are two day’s ho- 
tel and food blils there, and it doesn’t 
take long for that to amount to some- 
thing for two, to say nothing of more 
of a family. 

One couple had been misinformed re- 
agape a sailing date. They arrived 

a strange city with a week to wait, 
and nothing with which to finance that 
wait. They wired home. It was 
months before they could catch up. 


Then there are the extras that must 
be bought after every move. Curtains, 
for one thing. What we have in one 
house never seem to fit in the next. 
(I'll admit I did have that happy ex- 
perience of their fitting just once.) 
One place you'll have to have all your 
own furniture. The next you’re made 
to keep surplus mahogany furniture. 
For lack of room you have to almost 
give away your own extra furniture to 
the second hand man. Perhaps you 
need it the next place, but never have 
the cash to pay several prices more to 
the second hand man, so, as “Wife of 
a Service Man” says, you again start 
the “dollar down and dollar a week” 
system (which you swore last time 
you would never do again.) 

And there are dental bills. As there 
are not enough dentists to go around 
they must divide their time among sev- 
eral posts, three months here, three 
months there, three months some place 
else (which makes many, many moves 
for said dentist). Naturally, when a 
dentist comes to a post he has all the 
work he can do, and more too, for the 
men, who should come first, of course. 
That quite often leaves the families 
to go outside and pay much more than 
they can afford, or else let their teeth 
go ‘ 


Soldiers, as a rule, have a reputa- 
tion for paying their bills, a reputa- 
tion we’re proud of, but, we’re con- 
tinually “borrowing from Peter to pay 
Paul,” hoping some day to be able to 
catch up. 

When we heard the Bonus Bill had 
passed, we began to dream of having 
our home all paid for several years 
after retirement. That, along with 
what we hoped to save, would make it 
possible. That dream vanished long 
ago. 

For the past three years we have had 
to borrow every cent of the bonus we 
could get. We can only borrow once 
a@ year, so (as we’re making a move), 
we’re having to borrow else to 
be paid back as soon as we can borrow 
from the bonus again. We're hoping 
that when our next re-enlistment comes 
we can “buy back” our bonus cer- 
tificate and praying that no more emer- 
gencies will arrive to prevent it. 
We're all certainly grateful to the 
Army and Navy Journal for the won- 
derful way it is backing us in our 
struggle for existence.

Program of ACRA 


"THE newly organized Air Corps Re- 
serve Association of the United 
States, which, as reported in the Dec. 
21 issue of the Army and Navy Journal, 
was formed recently in Dallas, Tex., is 
mapping out a program of activity. 

The association was formed to fur- 
ther the aviation program of the United 
States. Mr. Fred Pruter, an officer, 
and one of the organizers, declares that 
the Air Corps Reserve Association is in 
whole-hearted accord with the report 
of Assistant Secretary of War F. 
Trubee Davison and will give their sup- 
port to accomplish the main objects 
outlined in that report. 

A few of the points the Association 
will try to accomplish are outlined by 
Mr. Pruter as follows: 

That the ACRA be organized into 
observation squadrons in so far as pos- 
sible. 

That these squadrons shall function 
as tactical training units of the Or- 
ganized Reserves in so far as possible 
in the training of ground troops of the 
OR of other branches and ROTC units 
in their vicinity. 

That they be equipped with service 
type equipment and placed on a peace- 
time table of allowances. 

That the officers and men of these 
squadrons be ordered to train at least 
four times each month for which they 
shall receive pay. 

That the enlisted personnel be placed 
on a clothing and pay allowance, and 
that air mechanic ratings be authorized 
for those qualified. 

That appropriations for training of 
Organized Reserves should come from 
Congress instead of the War Depart- 
ment. 

That during periods when the above 
suggested units are not on duty that 
equipment furnished for their training 
be used for the training of ACRO not 
assigned to units used for training with 
other OR units and the ROTC. 

That on observation work the air ob- 
server should be paid flying pay. The 
observer is a highly training and spe- 
cialized man, which is of vital import- 
ance in work with ground troops.

BUSINEsS conditions at the opening 
of the new year, though quiet, 
give. promise of renewed activity. 
Christmas sales, while not up to ex- 
pectations in certain lines were gen- 
erally good. In most localities they 
reached last year’s peak. Following 
the inventory taken at the end of the 
year, an increase of buying is looked 
for, to replenish stock sold during the 
ast two months little of which has 

m replaced. 

Repcrts show that trade has been 
light in the Southwest, while produc- 
tion in the textile industry through 
New England has been below the usual 
figures of this time of year. Iron and 
steel is off to the lowest point of the 
year. Motor produdtion however is 
picking up, with prospects for a good 
season expressed by leaders of the in- 
dustry. General business conditions 
were good, reports of Federal Reserve 
districts of Atlanta and Minneapolis 
showed. 

Though steel production has reached 
a low of less than 45 per cent of 
capacity, bank clearings below even 
the 1927 figure, and railway net earn- 
ings nearly 25 per cent lower than 
last year, acute watchers of economic 
conditions are withholding judgment, 
and even are hopeful of increased ac- 
tivities following the usual uncertainty 
of the first part of January. Much of 
this optimism is attributed to the gen- 
erally expressed spirit of unbroken 
confidence.

was required for entry into the United 
States. That American Army of Oc- 
cupation became the best dressed, best 
behaved and most intelligently trained 
detachment under the Stars and 
Stripes. Those who lived at Cobience 
during our occupation could under- 
stand why tears coursed down the 
cheeks of Germans as our flag was 
lowered from the fortress of Erenbreit- 
stein and the last regiment passed 
through the streets of Coblence to en- 
train for Antwerp. 

“And no claim is made that we 
Yanks were alone in complying with 
the orders of Marshal Foch. Gen. De- 
goutee, commanding all armies on the 
Rhine and the French Army of the 
Rhine, was as solicitious as Gen. Allen 
that his troops observe courteous treat- 
ment of the German population. For 
my last year on the Rhine I was on 
duty as General Liaison Officer from 
the War Department with the French 
Army. I visited and inspected every 
regiment of native troops, finding not 
a single negro among them just after 
German propaganda published the li- 
bellous book about ‘The Black Shame.’ 
Our government learned how false had 
been such slanderous stories. 


Conducted Kitchens. 

“Gen. Degoutte obtained from M. 
Tirard, French High Commissioner, 
government funds with which to con- 
duct kitchens for feeding any Germans 
applying for food. I have personally 
seen hundreds of German women and 
children calling at French barracks 
each meal time to have their buckets 
filled with soup and their baskets with 
meat and bread. French officers were 
more scrupulous than our own about 
asking for private residences for bil- 
lets for officers or men. Their sol- 
diers were crowded into frame war bar- 
racks of the former German army, so 
filthy and descrepit they would have 
been condemned as unsanitary by any 
American inspector. 

“My admiration of the courage and 
fortitude of the French soldiers, ob- 
served when my division served with 
the Sixth French Army, was supple- 
mented by admiration of the patience 
and tact manifested by all French of- 
ficers in their contact with German 
government representatives and citizens 
residing in the Rhineland. 


Fair Treatment. 

“Visiting the British and Belgian 
areas, I observed similar fair treat- 
ment of Germans there. 

“T believe an impartial observer now 
visiting Coblence would learn from the 
majority of Rhinelanders, though per- 
haps not from Prussian carpet bag of- 
fice holders, that the people of Coblence 
retain only happy recollection of the 
American soldiers whose presence main- 
tained order and whose liberal expendi- 
tures insured prosperity. The service 
of a comparatively small detachment 
of the United States Army under Gen. 
Allen in the American bridgehead en- 
abled those officers and men to cement 
the friendship of British, Belgian and 
French officers and men which had 
been acquired while fighting side by 
side against a common enemy. But, 
better still, it impressed the people of 
the German republic that, firing hav- 
i we became their friends as 
well. 

“As thousands of Americans annu- 
ally visit Europe, and presumably read 
your paper, I hope those who had not 
the privilege to serve abroad during the 
war or to visit the Rhineland later 
may not gain the impression that any 
blush of shame need be experienced 
when reading of an occupation which 
was the inevitable sequence of a war 
lost by Prussian militarism. No apol- 
ogies, please!” 





Dental Technicians 


IGHTEEN hospital corpsmen were 

graduated from the Naval Dental 
School last week and have been desig- 
nated as dental technicians. This in- 
creases to 147 the number of_tech- 
Nicians of this class in the Dental 
Corps. Twelve other hospital corps- 
men who demonstrated an aptitude 
for prosthetic technique will continue 
at the school for an additional month 
and a half, completing a six months’ 
course on February 15. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery considers the services of trained 
assistants will tend to increase the ef- 
ficiency of dental officers and will 
make possible an increase and im- 
provement in dental service to the per- 
sonnel of the Navy. It is the endeavor 
of the Bureau to train a sufficient 
number of hospital corpsmen as den-

Appointment of Cadets 


HE Bureau of the Budget has 

turned “thumbs down” on the. pro- 
posal to authorize the appointment of 
eadets at West Point and midshipmen 
at Annapolis from among the sons of 
disabled veterans of all wars. 

Although the proposal, as provided 
for in S. 1318, would not increase the 
authorized number of cadets and the 

War Departmeent believes that the 
additional beneficiaries named in the 
bill “are undoubtedly deserving of spe- 
cial consideration,” the director of the 
budget bureau advises that the ex- 
penditures contemplated would not be 
in accordance with the financial pro- 
gram of President Hoover and in view 
of that statement Secretary Hurley no- 
tified Senator Reed, chairman of the 
Senate Military Affairs committee that 
the passage of the bill “is not recom- 
mended at this time.” 

“The changes that will be brought 
about,” Secretary Hurley wrote, “in the 
existing law by the proposed legisla- 
tion and the effect of such changes, so 
far as the Army is concerned, are as 
follows: 

Broadens Act. 

“It will broaden the terms of the act 
of June 8, 1926, so as to include with- 
in its provisions the sons of officers, 
soldiers, sailors, and marines of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps of the 
United States (1) who were killed in 
action during any war, (2) who were 
disabled or died as a result of wounds 
or injuries received or disease con- 
tacted in line of duty during any war 
and irrespective of any dates in con- 
nection with those wars, or (3) who 
served for 90 days or more during any 
war and were honorably discharged. 

“It will not increase the number of 
cadets now authorized for the Military 
Academy, but will tend to increase the 
number actually enrolled at the Acad- 
emy. Up to date, only 7 of the 40 ap- 
pointments authorized by the Act of 
June 8, 1926, have been filled. 

“The additional beneficiaries named 
in this bill are undoubtealy deserving 
of special consideration. It is be- 
lieved, however, that the bill would be 
more equitable if worded so as*to in- 
clude within its benefits the sons of 
those veterans who may hereafter die 
or become disabled as a result of 
wounds or injuries received or disease 
contracted in line of duty, and the 
sons of those veterans who served for 
90 days or more and have not been 
discharged but are still in an honor- 
able status on the rolls of their or- 
ganizations. 

Dual Interpretation. 

“The bill as it stands appears to be 
subject to two interpretations, one plac- 
ing all beneficiaries in a single group 
without priority, and the gqther ar- 
ranging the beneficiaries in order of 
priority as listed in lines 10 to 14 of 
the bill. 

“As the original legislation was de- 
signed for the benefit of those boys 
whose fathers are dead, it would seem 
essential that any amendments to that 
legislation, extending its benefits to 
others, should insure the priority of 
the original beneficiaries. It is be- 
lieved that the order of priority should 
be as follows: 

“(1) Sons of those veterans who 
were killed in action or who have died 
or may hereafter die as the result of 
wounds or injuries received or disease 
contracted in line of duty. 

“(2) Sons of those veterans who are 
or hereafter may become disabled as 
a result of wounds or injuries received 
or disease contracted in line of duty. 

“(3) Sons of those veterans who 
served 90 days or more and have been 
honorably discharged or are still in an 
honorable status on the rolls of their 
organizations.”

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Dayton Chamber Helps 

CLARING that “it has been very 

difficult and often impossible in 
several of the grades to maintain 
families with any dignity on the pay 
received,” the Chamber of Commerce 
of Dayton, Ohio, has written letters 
to influential leaders urging that 
every effort be made by Congress to 
enact into law at an early date the 
pay legislation necessary to put into 
effect the recommendations of the 
joint pay board. 

Letters along this line were sent 
to Senators David A. Reed, Simeon 
D. Fess and R. C. McCulloch and to 
Representatives W. Frank James, Roy 
G. Fitzgerald and Joe Crail as well 
as to Gen. Charles P. Summerall, 
chief of staff. 

Mr. Neil W. Eyer, president of the 
Dayton Chamber, signed the letters. 

The letter follows: 

“Dear Sir: 

“The full text of report of joint 
pay-board, which Board was duly and 
properly appointed to consider the 
matter of pay pertaining to the vari- 
ous public services, has been brought 
to the attention of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the Dayton Chamber of 
Commerce. 

“This report has been carefully 
studied by the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Commerce. 
The Board of Directors is very much 
disturbed by the facts therein set forth 
depicting a lamentable difference in the 
pay of the various grades of the serv- 
ices and like employment in civil life. 
It is aware of the fact that many ex- 
cellent officers have left the service to 
receive greater remuneration than they 
could ever hope to receive in the pub- 
lic service. Conditions as portrayed 
indicate that it has been very difficult 
and often impossible in several of the 
grades to maintain families with any 
dignity on the pay received. 

“The Board of Directors finds this to 
be a most distresMig situation, and be- 
lieves that the recommendations of the 
joint board to remedy the pay is both 
fair and just, and should be enacted 
into law at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

“It is therefore urged by the Day- 
ton Chamber of Commerce that every 
effort be made by Congress to enact 
into law at an early date the pay legis- 
lation necessary to put into effect the 
recommendations made by the joint pay 
board.

June 30, 1929, successively as Battalion 
executive officer, Battalion commander 
and intelligence officer of the 11th 
Regiment and Northern Area. As 
Battalion executive officer under Maj. 
Hockey, of the First Battalion, 11th 
Regiment, he was constantly engaged 
in and led active combat patrols 
against bandits. He later commanded 
an independent patrol designed to move 
down the Coco River, known as the 
Coco River Expedition. During this 
operation he showed the highest quali- 
ties of courage, leadership and ability. 
The expedition involved the crossing of 
47 rapids and he actually did succeed 
in crossing 24 rapids. The river at 
the time was in flood and there was 
hardly a moment when members of this 
unit were not in jeopardy of their lives. 
The expedition was finally called off by 
higher authority due to a realization 
that Capt. Geyer had been given an im- 
possible task to perform. As Battalion 
commander Capt. Geyer originated and 
successfully conducted most important 
co-ordinated active combat operations 
against bandits in Eastern Segovia, 
which unquestionably were of the 
greatest value in the suppression of 
banditry in this area.” 

Capt. Geyer is now stationed at Ma- 
rine Barracks, Quantico, Va. He was 
born in Antwerp, Belgium. His 
father’s address is Hotel Washington, 
Cristobel, Canal Zone.

A NEW Testament inscribed with the 
name of Edward C. Nordin, Com- 
pany B, 137th U. §S. Infantry, 2947 
Fremont Avenue, Minneapolis, -Minn., 
has been forwarded to the War Depart- 
ment from Berlin, Germany, by Col. 
Edward Carpenter, General Staff, Mili- 
tary Attache to Germany, with the re- 
quest that it be returned to its for- 
mer owner if he is still alive or be 
given to his family if he is dead. 

This Testament was given to Col. 
Carpenter by Baron Hans-George von 
Studnitz, of Berlin. In his letter of 
transmittal Baron von Studnitz stated 
in part as follows: 

“In examining some papers of my 
dead father, I found this small copy 
of the New Testament. I remembered 
a recent incident in which you had been 
instrumental in returning to its owner 
the copy of a similar Testament or- 
iginally owned by a German soldier. 
My father was Baron Thassilo von 
Studnitz who was killed in action by 
American troops in October, 1918, in 
the Argonne while serving as a cap- 
tain in the 4th Artillery Regiment of 
the Guard Regiment ‘trom Potsdam. 
Although we are keeping very care- 
fully everything which was once his 
property, I wish to return this Ameri- 
can Prayer Book to its American 
owner.” 

The incident referred to by Baron 
von Studnitz in the above excerpt from 
his letter occurred in April of this 
year, when Capt. Walter J. Reed, AC, 
returned a Prayer Book, which he had 
found on the battlefield at Epieds, near 
Beauvardes, France, after the second 
battle of the Marne, to Johannes Meyer 
of Dortmund, Germany. 

War Department records show that 
Edward C. Nordin was inducted into 
the military service on March 29, 1918, 
at Williston, N. D. He gave his place 
of residence at that time as 3434 35th 
Avenue, South Minneapolis, Minn. He 
was assigned as a private to Company 
B, 137th Infantry, and left the United 
States for overseas service on May 3, 
1918. He was killed in action on Sept. 
28, 1918, in the Meuse-Argonne oper- 
ation. He gave as his next of kin his 
wife, Mrs. Anna Nordin, 2947 Fremont 
Avenue, Minneapolis, Minn. In so far 
as is known at the War Department, 
his wife is now Mrs. Anna Elizabeth 
Burnes, 5008 Vincert Street, South 
Minneapolis, Minn.
